Tamaqua, Pa., Aug. 30.— Strike lead- 
ers went from door to door in tho Pan- 
ther creek valley last night spreading the 
news of General Gobift's warning and 
his instructions to the men to shoot and 
shoot to kill if molested in any manner. 
That the words of the commanding of- 
ficer have had at least a temporary ef- 
fect was shown this morning when tho 
troops escorted several hundred non- 
union men to work without their being 
molested in any way. When the sold- 
iers passed the crowds of strikers on the 
streets they deliberately turned their 
backs. However, there 'was no hooting 
or jeering. Supplementing his order of 
last night General Gobiu has directed 
Major Gearhardt in command hero to 
arrest all women and girls who insult 
the troops in any way.

iBallston, N. Y, ,Aug. 30. — The motor- 
men ami conductors of the Hudson Val- 
ley railway struck today and the entire 
line is tied up. Tho road runs from 
Warrensburg to Wnterford with a side 
hue from Mochnniesvillo to Saratoga. 
The. strike followed a reduction in wages 
of motormen and conductors from ISv'i 
cents to 12% cents un hour with a tefl 
hour day.

In discussing 
the effect of Monroeism on tho British 
Umpire, the paper says: "The United 
States is the only great power separated 
from the British Empire by nothing but 
a land frontier, and it is the settled ob- 
ject of the United -States to ultimately 
include Canada. -The: United iStates is 
commercially 'growing fast at our ex- 
pense." 

A curious divorgence'Ts expressed by 
the Spectator on the same topic: "Wo 
aro glad in the interests of the United 
States and Great Britain and' the peace 
of tlie rest of the world, thTit President 
Roosevelt announced in such clear and 
unmlstakenble terms that the Monroe 
doctrine will be enforced by the United 
States at all costs. The Monroe doc- 
trine is a danger to peace only if and 
while, it is undefined. The Monroe doc- 
trine cannot rest on air, and unless based 
on power it is sure to lie exposed and 
disregarded, The power on which 2 
must primarily rest is sea power. If the 
IOuropenn states know that the United 
States has sea power enough to enforce 
the '.Monroe doctrine, it will be scru- 
pulously respect I'd. The moment they 
see the doctrine is based only on paper, 
it will be disregarded. To make the 
doctrine of ialue the United States 
must build a fleet unquestionably strong- 
er than that of France or Germany, She 
need not trouble to outbuild us, as"\vo 
not merely agree to but may be said to 
he passive supporters of the Monroe 
doctrine."

and back up her demand with the most 
formidable land and naval f irees she 
can muster as soon as the present rebel 
activity on the Isthmus has been crush- 
ed. Information to this effect was re- 
ceived from an authoritative source in 
Washington.

lombian government reinforcements, 
numbering 1,000 men. arrived here today 
from Sa vanilla on board chartered Ger- 
man and French steamers.

noon, witli additional re-inforcements. 
The Colombian gunboat General Pinzon 
sailed hence yesterday for Puertobello, 
Colombia. . 

Panama, Colombia. Aim-. 30.— It is as- 
serted in government circles here that 
cm August 25th the Revolutionist gun- 
boat Padillo, while at Corinto, Nicara- 
gua, was visited by Xicaraguan cabinet 
ministers, and that there was a big 
celebration on board the warship. It is 
further asserted that the Colombian 
minister at Washington, Seiuor Concha, 
asked the Xicaraguan minister there 
to cause the detention of the Padillo, 
which be refused to do. There seems 
to be no doubt that the situation is 
grave for while Colombia is concentrat- 
ing a large army on the Atlantic court 
it is said that Nicaragua has sent a 
note to t 1m- other Centra! American gov- 
ernments asking them for assistance in 
the event of Colombia declaring war on 
Nicaragua. The Colombian government, 
on the other hand, is endeavoring to 
maintain the most cordial relations with 
tho other Central American republics. 

VENEZUELA FIp'HTING. 

German Vessel Das to Call for Protec- 
tion. 

Kingstou, Jamaica. Aug. 20.— The 
German steamer Polnria, which arrived 
.here today from Venezuelan ports, last 
Friday, August 22, reports that while 
at Carupano, Too rebels attacked the 
place stubbornly, and got inside the 
town, where they were met by a thou- 
sand government troops under Gen. \al- 
utini. Severe lighting, lasting the whole 
dav followed, and ended in the disorder- 
ly retreat of the rebels, several of the 
latter beiiin killed or wounded. 

.Bullets repeatedly struck the steamer, 
and the lives of her crew being in dan- 
cer, 'Capt. Coff, her commander, com- 
municated with Gen. Yelutini and ask- 
ed for protection. The general replied 
that the Polorin must clear out. as lie 
had no right to be there. Her captain 
refused to leave the port, and telegraph- 
ed the German cruiser Gazelle at La 
Guaynra, asking for immediate protec- 
tion. The- Gazelle arrived at Carupano 
on iSundav anorning and protected the 
Polnria -while the latter prpceded to 
take on cargo. This work was complet- 
ed on Monday night, and the Polaria 
sailed under the protection of tho Ger- 
man "cruiser, which also left Carupano. 
The Venezuelan naval officials there 
were in fear of another and more serious 
attack on the place. Trade was com- 
pletely crippled and many atrocitie 
were reported. 

iWillemstad, Island of 'Curacoa, Aug 
20.— Advices of an Official nature which 
have reached here from Caracas, Vene- 
zuela, are to the effect that a severe 
•light occurred yesterday between gov- 
ernment forces and the advance guard 
of the revolutionary army under Gen. 
MatOS. The revolutionists were com- 
manded by Generals Zoilo and Vidal. 
They made an attempt to occupy the 
town of Taguay. but after a fight of five 
hours they abandoned the field to the 
government forces. Two hundred of the 
revolutionists were killed or wounded.

other of the stepping-stones in the bum 
then across a wide meadow, then scram- 
ble over !l wall, and you found yourself 
in a hushed anil silent plantation of 
young larches, 

And perhaps, by appointment, a coin 
pniiion anight be found lurking under 
th'B wall; and supposing ho had brought 
with him that formidable-looking thine 
a horse-pistol"-that is to say, a cav- 
alry pistol of the Hint-striking timcs- 
wJiy, then, the mysterious nnd enchant- 
ing process of loading might begin in 
tins sale shelter; first the charge of gini- 
powiler, well shaken down to the bot- 
tom of the barrel, next a wad, next a 
charge of shot, and again a wad, finally 
a careful priming -warranted to keen 
dry, 1 

• Then would these two poachers, slow- 
ly and breathlessly, sneak away through 
the awe-mspiring stillness of the bushes, 
whispering to each other, and pretend- 
ing every second moment that they con.d 
decry something-a pheasant— a liarc- 
perhnps even a roedeer. And every row 
nnd again the pistol would be discharged 
fit some imaginary object in the nriclo,- 
Wpod, and ,1 legend would have to he 
conflicted on the spot about the kind or 
creature, that had escaped destruction 
iby just one-fifteenth of an inch. 

As a matter of fact, we never killed 
anything— not even ourselves'; we never 
saw a hare or .a pheasant; nor yet a 
gamekeepw, who ought to have' been 
attracted by our repeated explosions; but 
these furtive stalkings through the 
'greenwood had an inexpressible fascin- 
ation. There were other and wilder de- 
lights in this countryside of magic'; but 
they must lis dealt with Inter on. 

It was an over-memorable dav when 
there arrived an enormous kite "(a kite 
w as usually called a "draigoii" dn those 
parts) which had been sent out to me by 
a good friend who had taken the tioubl'e 
to make it himself; and the great size 
of t'ae drahjnn, its weight, the length 
and varigatcd colors of its tail, and 
the huge ball of twine that accompanied 
the whole, produced a profound impres- 
sion on the district, or at least on the 
younger inhabitants thereof. 

[But such Is the irony of life: when, 
afternoon after afternoon, one had sum- 
moned one'k comrades and had the un- 
wiclrily drnigon carried out to an adja- 
cent meadow, wo discovered that it en- 
tirely failed to fulfil the purmisc of its 
existence. AVe would set it up on end, 
and afllx the cord, and try to raise it 
against the wind, but it simply fell flat 
on its face, like a woman in a faint, 
until there came the never-to-be forgot- 
ten morning. 

There, was a fresh northerly breeze; 
and we Were having one more try. Then 
all of a sudden the hitherto inert draigoii 
seemed to acquire life; when we heaved 
it gradually rose and receded from us; 
as wo quickly paid out the line it was 
still rising and rising, until one began to 
fear it might smash itself amongst the 
chimney-pots of the cottages. 

'■Nothing of the kind! It soured stead- 
ily higher and higher, sailing far above 
the cottages, and beyond the gardens, 
and beyond the unseen fields, until it 
was a mere brown speck in the sky, 
while the delicious strain on the line 
was just about all we' could manage. 
Indeed, to try what that strain was, I 
tied the end of the cord round the waist 
of a very small lwy, 'and asked him is 
ho -could hold his ground. He could 
not. Ho was slowly being hauled on- 
ward, a miniature Ganymede — when we 
hud to rush to his rescue, and unloosen 
him from his bonds. Ah me! it was 
during this disentangling business that 
some mishap must have occurred. 

When wo turned, we found that the 
remote brown speck was slowly descend- 
ing from tho silver-white skies. "We 
pulled and pulled, to awaken the draigoii 
to a sense of its duty; but the beast re- 
morselessly sank to earth; and still we 
pulled and pulled, in some wild forlorn 
hope of getting it to rise again. 

lAud then the horror of the situation 
broke upon us, The draigon was doubt- 
less lying in some distant field, and we. 
had been hauling it, face downward, over 
stones and brambles and other obstacles. 
So, with shaking heart*, we ran off and 
passed by the cottages, and pursued our 
way down the gardens, and jumped or 
splashed across the hum, nnd got on to 
meadow, in search of the thread of a 
line that would show us whore our 
wounded kite vrtts lying. 

Well; when at last we made the > dis- 
covery, there was such a tragic sight. 
The great brown draigon was all de- 
spoiled—lying in rags and tatter— while 
tho long tail had" been almost entirely 
robbed of its fancy colors. 

There was silence for a time, In con- 
templation of this melancholy spectacle. 
And then each one began eagerly to as- 
sure the other that it could easily he 
mended up. Why not— with paste nnd 
sheets of paper?' The cane-work had 
not I" 1 "!! much damaged.' Oh, yes, wt 
assured ourselves (or pretended to assure 
dv '"selves).' we should soon have the 
mighty draigon again mounting into the 
skies. 

And yet It was rather a silent pro 
cession tlvnt carried the bedraggled kite 
towards the village. We had- inward 
qualms. To each other we were confi-l 
dent; but eneli one in bis own mind wis

got home, we set about repairing dam-, 
nges with such small skill as we had;' 
aiul eventually the big draigon was tink- 
ered up in a fashion, and, after a few 
days' drying was once more taken out 
into tho meadow. • I

T HE •writer of these lines has seen 
a few things here and there— 
the rose-white dawn awakening 
over Venice — the blue-black 
waves of the Euxine thundering along to 
the neck of the .Bosphorous— the -red sun- 
sets of Egypt-the glamor of the moon; 
licht irradiating tho domes and minarets 
of Stamboul-but never, never never, 
has he seen anything so beautiful and 
wonderful as a neglected bit of coppice 
yiSst outside an insignificant Scotch 
vil age For he was town born and 
town bred; and when, as a small boy, he 
wal suddenly projected into the country, 
ami left to roam about pretty much a 
own will, the world seemed crowded 
with mysteries and surprises and bewild, 
eiments. , . 

For example, in a town a rabbit is a 
commonplace object, hung up m touN 
a poulterer's shop; it is an entirely d 
ferent thing when a brown living crea- 
ture-looking for one thrilling moment 
about as big as thirty thousand clc- 
Shuuts-sprinsa suddenly from beneath 
•our feet and bolts for its burrow: then 
the heart jumps and the whole frame 
trembles. But the great feature ot this 
wood, or eopp.ee, in the spring-time, was 
the extraordinary translucent shimmer- 
i-i" greenness of the foliage— the beeches 
being our special favorites, because we

branches Until the slightest motion pro- 
duced an up-and-down swaying wy 
much like what is expeneneced in the 
bow of a sailing boat racing a heavy sea 
—which some people enjoy, and winch 
some other people do- not seem quite so 
much to enjoy. And of course we ate 
the voting beech leaves, and declared to 
each other that they were good; just as 
we professed to like the young tips o 
tho hawthorn hedges— and that is about 
the bitterest food ever chewed by boy or 
donkey. 

However, to come back to the wilder- 
ness of greenwood and sunlight, it was 
here I first discovered a bird's nest— to 
my own intense amazement.; iu fact 1 
was fio alarmed by .the sucaeii scurrying 
away of the mother bird that I stood 
stock still, thus enabling an older lad 
(who knew the laws of the game) to 
rush forward and touch the nest with 
his finger and call out "First pick!"- 
which means that the discoverer claims 
bis first choice of the younglings. 

This was not quite playing fair, for I 
had found the nest, and directed his 
attention to it, but it was nothing liko 
what followed a few. days afterwards. 
For I had been invited to the wedding 
of a farmer who lived two or three miles 
further South; and as the festivities 
were of an all-night character, they had 
small attraction for me, .so I went to 
bed early, and .got up early, roaming 
about ns usual. What was my delight 
to find that the ploughman, who was the 
great vocalist of this country-side, bad 
never gone to bed at all, but was bow 
at his work, while he regaled himself 
with snatches of song, sung in a high 
and clear tenor voice. 

And now it was the charms of Annie 
Laurie that he chanted, aud again it 
was the sorrows and sad fate of Prince 
Charlie, aud yet again it was the sylvan 
beauties of Graigiehum Wood; but gen- 
erally (if memory serves) he came hack 
tn an Irish song which perhaps is still 
known as "Tho Rose of Tralee." The 
theme is familiar. Tho young man, while 
taking good enre to particularize the out- 
ward and . physical attractions of tho 
young ladv whom he celebrates, hastens 
to assert that it was not these that drew 
him towards (her. 

'■Ob, no. 'twas the truth in her eyes 

ever beaming 
That made mo love Mary, the 'Kose 
of Tralae.' " 

The accuracy of this quotation is not 
guaranteed. And following the clear 
tones of this tenor voice, I might have 
been entranced away into tlio wild-woodp 
like the Alohk Felix of Tho Golden 
Legend, only that the ploughshare hail 
to he turned at the end of the field; 
and just at the same moment there was 
a terrific tumult, as of the bursting of 
a bombshell, immediately behind my 
head. I wheeled round. I saw, not 
only the departing blackbird, but also 
her nest iu the hedge; and when, with 
snuie apprehensive nervousness, I went 
to explore, behold there were four young 
"blackies" gazing at me from out of 
til- almost hidden sanctuary among the 
leaves. 

It was the last I ever saw of them. 
Like a fool I went and communicated 
my great secret to a farm-youth, and I 
• ven had the indiscretion to bring him 
along to the precise spot and show him 
the nest. Something must have told mo 
that this was an unwise proceeding; be- 
cause subsequently, during the day, 1 
sought him out nnd explained to him 
that for myself I did not want the young 
blackbirds, but that I was anxious they 
should be left alone. 1 also gave him 
a penny on his solemn promise not 'o 
u veal the whereabouts of the nest. 

He was a scoundrel of the deepest dye. 
When I went along in the nfternoon- 
eautiouffly am] at a distance— to see if 
the young brood were secure under the 
ministrations of their mother, I found 
i hat all of them had been taken and 
tin- nest ruthlessly destroyed. From 
that moment mv faith in human nature 
depa-ried; and I. have never spoken to 
a farm lad since. 

All aie same, it was about this time I 
funehow became possessed of a bird of 
my own— a strange-looking fowd, that 
not one of tho youths of the village could 
identify as belonging to any known 
species, ne was a big. gaunt, half- 
lleih'ed creature, with staring eyes, nnd a 
portentous yellow bill, and his sole no- 
tion in life' seemed to he to keep that 
yellow bill open until it was stuffed fill 1 
of "drummock." which is a decoction 
of oat-meal and water.

bound. He had shown us what he could 
do, in one remarkable and historical. 
UiWht, anil now he would not move. 

We tried all the tricks we know- 
getting up on walls or trees to ding lnm 
into the air nnd giving him a good send- 
on:; but nothing was of any avail; down 
he would come flat on his face, and re- 
fuse to stir. . 

What finally became of the great 
brown draigoii I cannot remember. It 
seemed to pass out of our existence. 
IProbablv wo gave it to the smaller boys 
—to torture them with vain hopes aud 
useless experiments. 

i But tlio concentration of interest nnd 
mystery In this magical neighborhood 
was a small, gloomy, sombre tarn set 
deep in the woods, and known by the 
name of the Water Hole. It was so deep 
set in tho woods that never a breath of 
wind stirred its black surface; and the 
belief prevalent in the district was that 
this secluded small lake was bottomless, 
and therefore a place to be shunned. In 
fact, when any one of us made an 
expedition to ibis haunted mere, it was 
by roundabout ways, as if one were 
afraid of being seen; and if one spoke 
to one's companion, it was in a low tone 
so conscious were we of the brooding 
silence of the unfrequented place, 

Cut what hobgoblin stories of the hot 
to.nless pit could deter boys from invad- 
ing its sanctuary when it was known 
that perch inhabited ifhe sullen waters'.' 
Nay, one could sec them— tho striped 
boilies of them could be seen— movi lg 
thro ugh the clear deeps, anil taking very 
little heed of anything happening on tho 
banks. Xow "bobbing" for perch is not 
an exciting form of angling, but how 
often its mild joys brought us to the 
tarn. 

nl those days we had no seventeen! 
foot split onne rods with elaborate 
tackle to match; we haiL.'o select a stiff 
willow wand, and trim it carefully, and 
nttacih a line (I fear the line was usually 
and surreptitiously purloiued from the 
cord belonging to the now discredited 
and disregarded draigon), at the foot of 
the line being a hook, artfully disguised 
iu a bit of hnriily kneaded paste. Then, 
when everything was ready, we sallied 
forth; wo opened the wooden gate lead- 
ing into the meadows; we passed the dis- 
used coal-pit— (now, is it possible for 
any human being to pass a disused coal- 
pit without heaving n stone into it, to 
listen to the lung trundle— trundle— end- 
ing in a splash that told of unknown 
waters V)— ami then we slunk down again 
into the valley carrying our fishing rods 
very low, 

Why there should have been this con- 
cealment, or" pretended concealment, it 
is hard to say. Tho .Water Hole was 
never fished, for there was nothing in 
it but those perch, not attractive to an 
angler; the surrounding woods iwere nev- 
er visited by any sportsman, so that we 
could hardly be accused of trespassing; 
and we hail no dog with us, so that we 
could not disturb the game, if any. 
Perhaps the secret was that tho elder 
folk of the village had impressed on the 
younger folk the extreme danger of go- 
ing near the Water Hole. 

• The sides were so steep that a single 
false step meant a plunge into the 
bottomless pit. Xo rescue was possible, 
■No cries could be beard. You would 
simply splash about in the horrible black 
tari' until death swallowed you up. Now 
these were sound and sensible reasons 
for our not going; they were niso the 
5'ensons that compelled us to go, 

All the tame the wisdom of the ancien- 
try was nearly being justified on one 
'striking occasion. My companion on 
this expedition was a youth named An- 
drew (he was named Andrew, but he 
tvvns really called Anrn), and when we 
had passed by the echoing old coal-pit, 
and down by the meadows, and were 
well out of sight of the village, we 
shouldered our rods with much pomp 
and bravado. Catching fish is not every- 
thing; it is the noble endeavor that en- 
chants. And so we got on through tue 
woods and reached the precipitous slopes 
of the Water Hole. 

Certainly the perch were there; we 
could see their striped backs moving 
hither anil thither; nor did they appear 
to fake much notice of us, except that 
they gradually moved a little way fur- 
ther out. Our protracted efforts to in- 
veigle them, with paste or Tiittiiworm, 
Were in vain; and so one of these ang- 
lers, not having the true sportsman's 
instinct within him, laid aside his rod, 
nnd began to clamber up the bank in 
search of nests. 

' In that direction ho was rewarded, 
for ho found one quite close by, with 
three gaping young ones in it. He was 
patiently endeavoring to induce them to 
eat a little bit of paste, as a whet for 
the dinner their mother would be bring- 
ing them in the courso of the day, 
When — 

When there was an appalling crash 
behind; nnd turning round, one's start- 
led gaze beheld Aura in the Water Hole, 
face upward, and kicking out his legs 
with might and main, to keep himself 
allont. He bad atcmpted to reach the 
slowly retreating perch by clambering 
out on an alder branch; he had missed 
his footing; and had gone headlong into 
the water. 

What was to be done? Tho worst of 
it was that be seemed, unconsciously to 
he making for the middle of the solitary 
mere, instead of returning to the bank. 
I yelled to him to come back; it was nil

Well, when 
they got to the Water Hole, there was 
Aura" standing on the grass in front of 
them, a pitiable spectacle, boundless, 
and dripping from head to foot. He was 
too paralyzed and frightened to run 
away; ibiit the moment ho had come 
ashore he had made haste to hide hi« 
Uishing rod.

The meii were angry (through having 
Ibeen called away froin their work) and 
talked about giving a taste of tho rope's 
Olid; the women Mere more sympathetic, 
and said, "Poor lad, poor lad, come 
away homo now nnd get Bome dry 
uhings put on you." And so the bewild- 
ered and shivering Aura was escorted 
back by the posse comitatus. 
I As for the present writer, as soon as 
these people were well out of sight, he 
went quickly and nought out- both rods, 
and put them back into a better place 
of concealment For of course we were 
coming buck to the Water 'Hole. It wns 
inevitable. The brindled perch ' were 
th'^e. One could see them swimming 
Mi s 'way and that, under tho hazel and 
wdllow bushes. . 

• I suppose that by now the old-fash- 
ioned village has been quite swept away. 
[Probably the Water Hole has been 
drained, and the sides of it turned, into 
terraced gardens; no doubt tho planta- 
tions surrounding it are. dotted with the 
villas of rich merchants; and the field 
in which the ploughman sang in the 
early morning tho praises of -Ann'o 
iLaurie, and the Rose of Tralee, ' nnd 
Bonnie Mary of Argyle; is most likely 
transformed into n tennis-ground, with 
fashionable young- ladies having tea un- 
der a verandah. But to one person at 
least it is the former condition of things 
that remains vivid — vivid to the tremh-

lim' of every leaf .and tho flight of every 
bird- nnd of the various objects that 
memory summons up, most vivid of nil 
arc the beeoh-trees, swaying in tho sun- 
light, iu their splendor of shilling yellow- 
green.

Yukon Legislation.— 'Mr. Chas. Archer, 
solicitor of Dawson, gives notice of 'three 
applications to the Dominion parliament 
for legislation affecting the welfare of 
the Yukon. One is for power to con- 
struct a railway from Dawson to the 
boundary line, «a second is to incorpor- 
ate tho Yukon Consolidated Water & 
Power compnny, with a capital of $2,- 
000,000, for the purpose of supplying 
water to work tho gold mines and for 
domestic purposes, and the third is to in- 
corporate the Stewart Biver 'Develop- 
ment company, with a capital of $500,- 
000. 

Not Yet v! ranted.— A special meeting 
of the Vancouver Hoard of License 
'Commissioners wns held on Thursday 
afternoon. The only business was the 
consideration of the transfer of the 
Board of Trade license from Alex. 
'Smith to Harry Hemming. The trans-

'Mr. Tarte has undoubtedly thrown a 
bomb into tho ranks of tho Liberal 
part}', if we may judge by the various 
receptions accorded his speech at Hali- 
fax by the different Liberal papers 
Some of them say that Mr. Tarte is 
speaking for iCanada, that the country is 
behind him in what he eays, and that 
his ideas must be followed. Others try 
to minimize the effect of Ms statemeA.s, 
to point out that he is only one man, 
that his statements do not commit the 
government, and that no departure must 
be made from the present position of tho 
Liberal party on the tariff' question. The 
old idea of a protective tariff being a 
device of manufacturers to rob farmers 
is trotted out again not as a campaign 
argument against the Conservative 
party, but as an argument against Mr. 
Tarte. It is impossible to reconcile 
free-trade position with the. action of 
the present government, and equally im- 
possible to reconcile a protective posi- 
tion with its declared beliefs. The pres- 
ent government was not elected upon 
the issue of the tariff, and immediate 
ly that issuo is raised, it finds itself 
either out of harmony with the people 
as a TVho'le, at out of harmony with a 
large section of its own supporters. Mr. 
Tarte has taken the- bull by the horus 
and fllsds himself disliked by those poli- 
ticians who prefer the safer but less dig- 
nified position of Imaging on to the ani- 
mal's tail. What the future relations 
between himself and the Liberal party 
will lie it is impossible to predict. Will 
he continue to preach heresy from tho 
platform while remaining nominally a 
follower of the true doctrine, or will ho 
boldly justify his heresy by schism, and 
start a now orthodoxy of his own, or 
will he consent to close his mouth alto- 
gether and enjoy his cabinet position in 
silence? Whateye; course he takes to- 
wards the Liberal party, and whatever 
course the Liberal party takes, towards 
him, he has by Ins recent speeches per- 
formed a service of the greatest possible 
magnitude to the . Conservative party. 
Thoso who agree with what he has been 
saying nro not. for that reason likely to 
continue to ' support the Liberal party 
with their .votes, if what he has been 
saying makes -,iO impression on the trado 
policy, or want of it, which has hitherto 
characterized the govetuffiont. 

AMERICANIZATION.

He finds in Canada that respecta- 
bility is no bar to his taking- a keen per- 
sonal interest in municipal, .provincial 



' TtOSEBERY TO THE FRONT. 

Only a few years ago, after the 
break-up of that ill-fated government 
over which Lord 'Rosebery presided, 
was generally felt that his politic 
career was at an end. The idea was 
freely expressed that Liberalism, as 
orderly .evolution of Whig doctrine alon 
the lines of modern progress) had bee 
destroyed through the disputes of a d 
en different political sects, each one wove 
visionary than the other, and that it was 
a mere accident of personal allegiance 
which provented Lord. Rosebery from 
joining tho Duke of Devonshire and 
most of tho Liberal peers in their deser- 
tion of Mr. 'Gladstone. This idea has 
proved entirely erroneous. The action of 
the preseut government in Great Britain 
has shown that there are matters of do- 
mestic policy in which Liberals and Con- 
servatives are as fat- asunder as they 
ever were; anil that there is room for 
a Liberal Imperialism which lies be- 
tween the banality of the Little Eng- 
ander and the Insular chauvinism of the 
high Tory. Here was Lord Rosebery's 
opportunity. People have not forgotten 
him as one of, the most brilliant of our 
'Foreign Secretaries, in whose hands the 
prestige of the British Empire was pro- 
tected as much from the attacks of his 
political allies as from the designs of 
any foreign foe. After nil, the people 
of Great Britain may be highly excited 
about domestic issues, hut they are al- 
ways loith to entrust foreign affairs to 
that class of statesman who is frequent- 
ly most successful in catching tho popu- 
lar ear at home. Lord Rosebery there- 
fore has the confidence of the solid por- 
tion of the nation on both sides of poli- 
tics, and if the people of Grent Britain 
definitely revolt from the home policy .>f 
the present government, as appears very 
likely, the star of Lord Rosebery will 
once more bo in the ascondnnt, and in 
spite of his being a peer, he will he the 
only possible leader of tho Liberal party, 
should it be called upon to assume the 
responsibilities of power.

Sir Oliver 'Mowat lately gave an inter- 
view, in which he discussed the questiou 
of Christianity and politics. His state- 
ments inspired such an excellent and 
pithy article on the subject iu the West- 
minster that we make no apology for 
quoting from it in extenso; 

The following extract from the inter- j started^ la 
view might make certain kinds of peo- 
ple pause: 

"But some people say that a man can- 
not (be a Christian and be successful iu 
politics," I ventured to remark. 

"It's all nonsense," said the venerable 
politician, with more emphasis than he 
had given to any other statement. "It's 
all nonsense, and it is the duty of the 
Westminster to make Canadians believe 
that such a statement is nonsense. 1 
have found public men in Canada as 
honorable and trustworthy and ns sensi- 
ble to duty, ns any other class of men 
with whom I have had to do. A man 
may not take up with this or that notion 
or scheme of reform for the moment 
holding public attention, and he may 
not proclaim his- religious beliefs and 
hopes from the housetops, but his whole 
life, both public and private, may be gov- 
erned and controlled and animated by 
the highest sense of duty and the deep- 
est religious motive. I am sathr>d ; bar 
a man of positive character and person- 
al religious conviction can be just ns 
consistent a Christian in politics as iti 
any other sphere, and it would bo wed 
for public '.nen, and for the whoie body 
of the people, if that fact were more 
generally believed. To say that a man 
cannot (lie u Christian in politics is sim- 
ply nonsense. I havo known too many 
sincere 'Christian men among my pol :- 
cal opponents as well as among my po> 
tical allies not to give that statement the 
frankest denial." *■ 

The people who not only say that a 
man cannot be a Christian and be s lv 
ccssCul in politics," but go farther, and 
declare that all politicians are corrupt, 
mav he divided roughly into three 
classes. 

There is first the low-down scamps, 
who hang on to both parties, and try to 
make it appear that they know a great 
deal about party wickedness, and about 
tho alleged misdeeds of p^rty men. in 
many cases they are the same black- 
guards who profess to know all about 
every kind of evil that exists in the 
community. They nod aud wink and 
hint that they know a great many evd 
things, ami could make awful revela- 
tions about people if they wished to do 
so. In nine cases out of ten nearly all 
the evil they know anything about is in 
their own filthy lives. Expert? in elec- 
tion trials say that the stories told by 
these reptiles are. in nine cases out of 
ten, colossal falsehoods. When th, fel- 
low who knows so much about corrup- 
tion is put into the' witness box, he 
quite often knows nothing at nil. 

To the second class belong the whole 
tribe of loose-tongued people, who try 
to make themselves popular with' cer- 
tain kinds of audiences by indulging in 
iinhecile little flings at people they call 
politicians. They think it is smart to say 
all politicians arc a had lot. To extract 
a vulgar cheer or idiotic laugh from an 
ignorant and thoughtless crowd they 
drag in the ramo of the best public man 
in Ontario, and bray out some silly re- 
ninrk nbout him. 'As the politicians nro 
nearly always absent, there is nothing 
brave nbout that kind of attack. 

Clergymen who belong to this class 
flhoulil remember that nanny Of tho peo- 
ple who denounce all politicians ns cor- 
rupt, not infrequently describe the clergy 
as the worst lot of hypocrites to be 
fouiid in this country.

Rossland, Ausr. SO.— The announce 
Bioiit by Vicc-l'resideut Bluckstock, thut 
the War Basle and Centre Star mines 
have solved the concentrating problems 
of utilizing £5 Rossland ore, is the topic 
of general conversation in this city. The 
statement has done much to contribute 
toward the widespread feeling- of couii- 
dence in the camp's future. 

Increases are to be made at once :n 
the crews of the Nickel Plate and Koote- 
nai' mines. The properties are now em- | 
ploying jointly about 75 men, and at 
least 50 will bo added in the immediate 
future. The "War Eagle and Centre 
Star mines are putting on good miners 
and muckers as they apply for work. 

The shipments for the week are not as 
large as was expected, the fatality at 
the Josie and an accident to the War 
Eagle tram interfering somewhat with 
the production at these properties.

M U. BLAOKSTOCK'S STATEMENT. 

Toronto, Aug. 2S.— Mr. T. G. Black 
sioek, of the Centre Star and the War 
Eagle, made an important statement to- 
night as to the future of the properties. 
New contracts for smelting have been 
made. "The whole cost of freight and 
treatment," he said, "has been reduced 
from .$(1 to .So per ton on ores containing 
values to the amount of $9.50, while on 
ores under this grade the charges bavo 
been reduced from $0 to .$4. The mines 
nro to deliver lli.OlH) per month of high 
grade, and from O.OOt) to 12,000 of low 
grade ore. But the most important 
feature of the development is that the 
GoodeVham syndicate believes that the 
problem of treating the low grade Brit- 
ish Columbia ores of gold-copper is 
solved. Tie re are ways of treating the 
low grade ores by some process othor 
than smelting. As a result of our ex- 
periments, we have secured a mill at 
Silica, on Sheep creek, a few miles from 
Rossland, which we have reconstructed 
and enlarged to the capacity of about 
one hundred tons a day. It is intended 
not to use this mill for anything except 
experimental purposes, as a guide to us 
in erecting a larger mill of a capacity 
of 500 tons or more a day, which mill 
we propose to erect next spring." 
SLOCAN SHIPMENTS. 

Another new shipper appears on the 
list for the week injjie Hampton, which 
sent out four tons to Nelson, -says the 
Slocan Drill. Three small shipments 
from that property last year averaged 
700 ounces to the ton, and the present 
lot will be equally as rich. The Hamp- 
ton is unique, as it meets the expense of 
its annual assessment by the ore taken 
out in development.

The Rose Mane and Canyon 
Groups Are Showing 
Up Well. 



According to Mr. Wan. Clarke, who 
recently returned from a trip to Clayo- 
quot Souud, the outlook for mining on 
Kennedy lake is very promising. Mr. 
Clarke wont up to Elk river to inspect 
and report upon a couple of claims which 
were recently staked by Win. Spittal. 
He found some very good veins on the 
Cinuumon Bear claim, true fissures with 
clearly defined walls of diorite and 
quartzite. The main vein, upon which 
sumo work has been done, averages from 
one to three and a half feet in width 
and carries values very evenly distribut- 
ed. He tested this vein at differenot 
places and brought away some average 
samples of ore, which were assayed yes- 
terday by Messrs. Fellow-Harvey, 
Bryant and Oilman, and gave $29 in 
gold per ton. Some picked ore went as 
high as $1-1-1 a ton, but the lessor fig- 
ure may be accepted as a fair average 
of the vein. Tho ore is partly free mill- 
ing, but it is the intention of the owner, 
Capt. John Irving, to concentrate it at 
the mine and ship the concentrates to 
the Crofton smelter. A contract tins 
been let for a 50-foot tunnel oil th'> r,in- 
nam.ui Bear, following the ore, and it 
is quite probable that this tunnel will 
be continued right across the claim. Mr. 
Clarke will leave on Monday for TAk 
river, with miners and supplies, nnd wili 
remain for some time to superintend the 
work. 

Work is progressing steadily on tho 
Hose Marie group, just above the Cin- 
namon Boar, ami the propertv is de- 
veloping most satisfactorily. 

Considerable work bus also been doue 
on the Canyon group, which is situated 
on tho opposite bank of the Elk river 
from the Cinnamon Bear. There is a 
line looking fissure vein on this property, 
which carries very high values in goi'd. 
The ^manager has 10 tons of very rich 
ore ready to ship to the Crofton smelt- 
er, from which good results are expected.

NtDW SMELTER PROJECTED. 

Proposal to Build a 1,000 Ton Plant 
Near Grand Forks. 

A despatch from Grand Forks says: 
A report reached here today from St. 
l'aul, Minn., that American capitalists, 
after reaching an understanding with 
the Croat Northern railway, have de- 
cided to erect a thousand-ton custom 
smelting plant in the Kettle rivor valley 
in the vicinity of Grand Forks. 

It s said that a metallurgical expert 
is now in the Boundary district gather- 
ing the uecessary data respecting the 
character of the ores of tho various 
camps. It is believed that an effort 
will be made to secure the total tonnage 
of tin- Snowshoe, Brooklyn and Stem- 
winder mines at Phoenix. The promo- 
ters will also bid for the treatment of 
the ores of the Republic camp, as they 
llux admirably with the sulphide ores 
of the Boundary. 



MfNlNU NOTES. 



Bernard Macdonald, mauager of Lo 
Koi .No. l', Rossland, recently made a 
trip to Alaska. Ho spent a month at 
the famous Treadwell mine, Douglas 
island, and gives the following interest- 
ing account of what he saw in the Boss- 
land Miner: 

"During my visit I availed myself 
of the opportunity 1 had of studying 
the methods of operations at the mines 
on Douglas island, and of noting tho 
commercial results obtained. Douglas 
Island is separated from the mainland 
by (lastiueau Channel, which is op- 
posite the mines, throe-fourths of a 
mile in width and liOO to 'M0 feet in 
depth. The general course of this 
channel is about east and west, mag- 
netic, and the great Treadwell vein 
runs along tho coast roughly parallel 
to it. At the Treadwell mine the out 
crop of tho vein is about 1,000 feet above 
high tide. Here the vein was 300 to -100 
feet in width. It was mined by tho 
open cut and pit system until recently, 
but now only about one-eighth of the 
ore mined on Douglas Island comes 
from surface pits. Some of the shafts 
and the workings on the vein are now 
four or live hundred feet under tide 
water, but the workings, nevertheless, 
may be considered dry. 

"Tho ore is broken by machine drills, 
each of which averages from lit) to (10 
tons per day. The excavations in the 
vein nr.' not timbered but are filled 
with the broken ore as the work of 
stuping proceeds. Only the 'swell' of 
the ore when broken, which amounts 
to about 30 per cent, of tho total 'ton- 
nage, is taken out while the sloping 
between any levels is in progress. The 
remaining TO per cent., which complete- 
ly tills the slope and affords a solid 
working lloor for the miners, is drawn 
"if through chutes after the stoping of 
the clock of ore between levels has been 
completed. 

"Tho walls of the exhausted' areas of 
the vein are supported by vertical ribs 
and pillars of the ore left standing, 
while tho levels tire preserved by the 
horizontal pillars left over and under 
them. Tlie horizontal pillar over tho 
tramming level is 10 to GO feet thick, 
and through this pillar chutes are open- 
ed at suitable frequency. Through 
these chutes tho broken ore is draw?! 
off into the tram cars. Tho only lim- 
ber used are the mouthpieces of the 
chutes and the posts supporting them. 

"Two-ton tram cars are used in tho 
mine, and these are loaded at the 
chutes and made into trains, which arc 
hauled by horses on the endless Tb'po 
system to the storage bins at the shaft. 
A horse hauls a train of six cars, while 
a 20-car train is hauled by the rope 
system. The rope system will eventu- 
ally be installed on all the levels. The 
shafts, with one exception, are vertical, 
and the hoisting is done by solf-dui'np- 
ing skips. 

5,000 TONS CriUSMED DAILY. 
"Two large Gates' crushers are in- 
stalled at each shaft, which break the 
ore as it dumps from the skips to sizes 
suitable for tlie stamp batteries. When 
so crushed the ore falls' into storage 
bins, from which it is hauled in train 
lo.. ds by locomotive'! to tho mills. Then-, 
a'-c 5,000 .ons of ore thus delivered to 
the mills every day, of which about 
3,000 tons come from the Treadwell 
mine. The remaining production comes 
from three adjoining mines, all of which 
are under tne same management. The 
production is reduced during the dry 
season, which is during tlie winter 
months. 

M All VET, OF CHEAP MIXING, 
"The ore is free milling and concen- 
trating, carrying the gold free in the 
quartz and combined in the iron pyrites, 
of which there is about two per cent, 
in the ore. 

"The stamp mills are in units of vari- 
ous sizes, the two largest containing 
240 and ."Kill stan-pi each. For each live 
stamps there arr two six-foot Frue 
vanners. 

"The stamp duty is live tons of ore 
crushed through siot screens equivalent 
to 24 mesh. The stamp drop is eigfrt 
inches 1(10 times per minute. The tail- 
ings are allowed to run into Gastineuu 
Channel. 

"The concentrates, which are produced 
at the rale of 100 Ions daily, are haul- 
ed on barges to the Tacoma smelter, 
where they are treated at the cost of 
ahoul SS per ton for freight anil smelter 
charges. Tho returning barges bring 
hack coal from the mines of Vancouver 
Island. 

"The ore is low grade — very low grail* 
—containing only about $2 per ton. The 
average costs of treatment per ton of 
crude ore are as follows:

The work 
Is to bo done on the Montreal, principally 
by a shaft. 

On the Bonanza group, Lardcan, three 
men are at work driving a lOO-foot tunnel 
on the vein. Some very good ore is being 
obtained which runs fairly well in gold. 

An assay from a specimen from the 
Yosemite, at the head of Eight -Mile creek, 
Lardeau, which was composed of quartz 
and spathic iron, gave a return of 2.00 ozs.

'Mirror. He has a tunnel in 1<X! feet, and 
four crosscut ditches each about 70 feet 
In length. The ore is free-milling up to 
about 'JO per cent and curries high values. 
On the surface were found good traces of 
zinc. 

A big strike of rich ore is reported from 
the liig Four, saya tho Ymlr Mirror. It 
was made at the old workings, and is a 
mass of concentration material Impregnat- 
ed with tremollte.

At Seattle. Iirltlsh Columbia stands to gain 
mightily by these projects, as there will be 
created an unlimited demand and sharp 
competition for the wet ores of the prov- 
ince. Prosperity will return to the Slwah 
and East Kootenay camps, nnd the shn<3- 
ewi of the list two years will cass away. ,

■STRANGE STOllY. 

Remarkable Society of Young Atheists 
in Prance. 

iFrom London Daily Mail. 

The Roman Catholic Church in France 
is constantly threatened 'by almost count- 
less dangers, but by none more powerful 
than by that extraordinary secret society 
known to its members us the "F. D. T,. 
C," which being interpreted, stands tor 
"Los Freres do la Cote" (The Brothers 
of the Coast). 

Few Englishmen, and not many- 
!Prenchmeii either, for the matter of 
that, have ever heard of this remarkable 
society. Its members, to the number of 
2,300,000, consist entirely of boys from 
the ages of fourteen to twenty, the ma- 
jority of whom are receiving education 
at the hands of the priests in the ocoies 
Iibres, or free schools, which are con- 
trolled by the Roman Catholic Church. 

The society Iras- two objects in view. 
First and foremost, they are lioiind to- 
j gether for the propagation and encour- 
agement of the I'apa! church. On the 
arm of each member is tattooed in largo 
print the letters "A. L)„" signifying 
Anti Dieu. These letters carry with them 
a vow to observe as little us possible 
the rules of the Unman Catholic Church, 
if complete abstinence from her cere 
mouies be incompatible with home life. 
,No "Brother of tin- Coast" must genu 
licet before tin- altar; he must never con 
fess unless practically drn-gged to tin 
confessional, nnd even then he must treat 
the ceremony with ridicule; he must 
never communicate unless under parental 
compulsion anil he must nut only not 
fast or cat maigre, but h" must starve 
himself at the family dinner table only 
to stuff himself with forbidden meat at 
some convenient restaurant. 

He must, in tact, do all in his power 
to dissociate himself from the church. 
Ami to prove liow thoroughly the Breth- 
ren of the Coast fulfil their vows I have 
only to point to the fact that at a recent 
examination in which 100 of the brethren 
took part, they one and all, in reply to 
a question asking them to show the truth 
of Christ's miracles, answered that they 
"were an invention, an absurd fairy tale! 

The second olject for which the society 
is constituted is for the upholding of its 
members' supposed rights. If a master 
be too severe he has at once to reckon 
with the F. V, L. C. A deputation is 
formed to wall on the head master and 
complain of tic offending tutor's con- 
duct. 

Then the F. P. L. C. nwait results. 
If the master'sbobavior does not at once 
show a radical change they take action. 
A sheet of parir. with the letters F. D. 
L. (\ printed large upon it in red in it 
is dropped intcl the head master's letter 
box. who knows by experience that un- 
less his collennio unends his ways he 
will have lo lojk out for squalls. Gen- 
erally the mysterious piece of paper has 
an instant and; an excellent effect; but 
if the "head" le obstinate the brethren 
sh.iw their teem. The unfortunate tu- 
tor's life is main a burden to him. Lid 
him Ionic away 'for one instant while hi 
class and a boil; is Hung at his head; 
lei him turn avay for another moment 
and an inkstanl follows the volume. 
Punishment is vfceloss, for the Brethren 
<^f the Coast dieerfnllv bear one an- 
other's burdens; und it is a rule of the 
society that no lrn-mbcr shall perform ill', 
punishment task picted oui to him. It 
is invariably undertaken by another. 

Again, if the ford allotted to the boys 
be in their opinion not of sulllcient qual- 
ity the F. D. L. C. step in to mend 
matters. A favorite method is to ab- 
stain from food altogether, with the ef- 
fect that on retiming to their homes 
they are in such a state of weakness 
and ill-health that the parents insist upon 
ai. alteration of diet. One boy of whom 
I know actually diodVof this abstinence 
ordered by his BOcietjL Another way is 
to actually fling the fiod in the nmsteTs' 
faces, and the meiibors have 1-e i 
•known to go so far as to take the mas- 
ters' dinners and leave Yhem iheir own in" 
their place. So powerful, imbed, are the 
Brethren of the Coast that iiscipline is 
made a practical impossibility, though 
to their credit let it be said tint if they 
are generously and kindly trtatod they 
behave themselves nnd contiiH their at- 
tention entirely to the preparation of 
pure and unadulterated atlieisn 

The punishment meted out b; the s-' 
ciety to those of its members Wio reak 
their vows is terribly severe. The most 
disgusting and ignominious ba-barities 
are resorted to. Sometimes the I. dies of 
the ears are cut; nt others a greit cross 
is scratched on the sinner's arm with a 
penknife; while if his offence be snail he 
is merely fined. But just as tie rows 
are terrible, so are the punishinei; s for 
[the breaking of them cruel ami levere. I 
I 1 'unisliment. however, is rarely rtsnrtodl 
I to, for the Brethren of the f'oait 
| more than loynl to their society nni 1 
oaths. The society is controlled bythr'o 
I so-called "chiefs" who have their liead- 
I quarters in Paris. The head chief, who 
is practically a despot, is unknown n a.l 
the two and a half million members sav 
the second chief. Through this second 
chief he issues his decrees, and no or." 
else is even cognizant of his n unc. ,.\ll 
that the other members know is that he 
is a boy like* themselves. His torn of 
otlice expires at the end of his sejoo! 
life, just ns the membership of each cue 
id' tho brethren ceases when he lervr-s 
the tutor's hands. 

The three head chiefs appoint thre<j lo- 
cal chiefs for each town. Th so ar- 
range meetings, collect subscrip'b.r.s md 
generaly control the local aff.nis of the 
society, but they nro directly respons- 
ible to the headquarters staff in Fans. 
All the meetings are held 'n fbsolnte 
secrecy, and -generally in the open air, 
white sentries are posted in every di- 
rection to give warning of the qp, a eh 

of the curious cleric. Often no' -i word 
is spoken, but propositions, stit'-nciits 
or commands are written down ami pass- 
ed from hand to band. The meetings 
are bold frequently and are invrinhi. 
attended by tlie full strength of the 
society, for absenee'.mnless a go el excuse 
is forthcoming, means prompt punish- 
ment. 

The subscription to the society is til 
francs a year. For this each member is 
entitled to relief to the extent of thirty 
francs, provided that he can show to 
tho satisfaction of the local chiefs that 
he is absolutely destitute of "qoner. 
Each memlber, in addition to having lib' 
arm branded with the letters "A. D.," 
•wears a badge in the shape of a rfid 
moon, and the local chiefs bear distin- 
guishing tattoo marks on their right 
hands. The societv also possesses secret 
signs nnd "grips." 

' The origin of the societv dates from 
•about 1S20. It was formed 'by two dis- 
contented boys who ran away from 
school to America, where they lived by 
the seashore — hence the title "Brethren 
of the Const." 

' So far tho priests have been powerless 
to put down this extraordinary, this te '- 
rible institution, which is winke 1 at if 
not actually supported, by the Frenct) 
'government, whose great object is to 
destroy the power of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church in France. Hitherto the 
church has decided to pr»tend ignorance 
of the society; but the day must sn.-elv 
be near when it must take some action, 
or become practically an unknown quan- 
tity so far ns male France is concern- 
ed.

" FIND THE SHARK' THAT IS ABOUT TO BE HARPOONED. 



On both sides of the Atlantic, says 
tlie Financier and Bullionist of London, 
101' rush of American capital and Ameri- 
can settlors to Canada — aud especially 
id the western sections ol! the Domin- 
ion—is considered to be a fact of pro- 
found importance. There are contrary 
opinions, however, as to tho effect of 
the invasion upon Canada's own future 
and her relationship to the Mother Coun- 
try. On the one hand wo are told that 
ihe Americanization of tlie West, if 
not of the whole Dominion, is inevitable, 
and that itn expectation thereof is 
scarcely concealed, but rather avowed, 
by those American syndicates which are 
eagerly acquiring grain areas. That is 
indicated in an interesting letter from 
a Morning I'ost correspondent. Hut 
others hftvo been saying the same thing, 
and iu Canada, too— as, for example, 
Fro lessor Gold win Smith. That some- 
what dismal person is persuaded that a 
continuance of present social aud econo- 
mic tendencies must certainly eventuate 
in the junction of Canada with tho Unit- 
ed States. The Morning Post corres- 
pondent tolls us that "1(10,000 acres per 
week of best Canadian grain holds are 
passing under the control of American 
syndicates, and that at least 10,000,000 
acres must now bo under tlie control of 
tlie Americans." He further states that 
before the end of the present year 25,- 
0U0 Americans will have crossed into 
the Dominion since January to become.' 
the tenants of the American land set- 
tlements. That, us a matter of fact, is 
a lower estimate tli»u was formed aome 
mouths back. Then it was expected that 
Ihe "0,000 Americans who had settled 
in Canada during the ^receding three or 
four years would be recruited by about 
•10,000 more during the current year. 
Even if that larger expectation wen* ful- 
lilled, the invasion might not seem a 
serious one in proportion to Canada's 
population of 5,000,(101). It is true that 
the magnificent areas into which Ameri- 
cans are pouring are still tlie most 
parsely peopled in tne Dominion, and 
o'eseni population is not pure- 
an or British, but comprises 
ireigu elements, which are 
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numerically strong it the a^iri-egafe. 
Canadian opinion generally, however, 
does not regard the Inflow of immigrants 
from the United 'States as likely ' to 
Americanize the Dotiinion or tiny sec- 
tion of it. Oil tlie contrary, tlie belief 
prevails (hat the Aiierienus -will Jiu 
transformed into gold Canadian citi- 
zens, and that — as near kinsmen already, 
and better affected ttnu tho Americans 
of the old Eastern States, who mirso 
out-of-date prejudices^-thcy will become 
a valuable asset of tie Empire. 

The iullow of capital, as of settlers, 
to Canada is, of cotine, stimulated by n 
perception of the Doniuion's magnificent 
resources. in the U'ent grain centres 
of tlie Western Sta;es the instinct of 
self-preservation may impel operators 
who apprehend the iclipse of their own 
section to secure a looting in what the 
Whitehall Arch tell] us is "Britain's 
Granary." ilut it is not only the. grain 
areas of Canada that are now attracting 
American attention. The mines and the 
forests aud the fisheries and the manu- 
factures of the tutrvelously rich, but 
long neglected Donitlion have powerful 
attractions for Arnjrieans, who (realize 
that, whilst nearly sVery promising area 
of their own country, Is either nlreacry ex- 
ploded or pre-einppd, there is a vast 
country north of thJ boundary-line teem- 
ing wilh natural wealth which has long 
laid fallow. The recent awakening of 
Canada is one oi the most impressive 
facts in the economic history of the 
world. As ILorJ Strathcona told .us 
seven months alo in his manifesto to 
the Press, Cancfla during 1901 reached 
the highest mar* in her progress. "Com- 
pared witli ten rears ago," lie said, "her 
exports have list doubled, having in- 
creased from $&,0C0,000 to §190,000,01)0 
while her imiprts have grown from 
$110,000,0(10 tf .1>190,0O0,000. Such fig- 
ures require ifither underscoring nor 
elucidation. 'Hiey are aflame with signi- 
ficance. If vo glance at public finance 
we lind that list year the accounts show- 
ed a surplus of revenue over ordinary 
expend t lire of over £1,000,000. Yet 
Canadi is a lightly-taxed country, in 
spito )f great public works which have 
been carried out there, and the enter- 
prises of tli.- authorities. The funded 
debt of Canada, with its population of 
5.001,000, only amounts to £53,000,000, 
<vhiM that of New South Wales, with 
a [opuhttiou of 1.500.OOO, amounts to 
£115000,000, and that of New Zealand, 
witi little more than three-quarters of 
a Million inhabitants, to £.">< >,< M Ml.000. 
Tint, however, is by the wnv. At the 
miment we are concerned rather with 
lie development of Canadian exports. 
Tlero is still a vague impression in this 
conitry that Canadian exports are lim* 
il'd to agricultural products, fish 'ami 
limber. Those are considerable, and 
vill probn'uii grow greatly in import- 
ance. But Canada is making rapid 
slides also as a manufacturing country. 
Last year she exported iron aud steel 
10 the value of $1. 707.400. leather g«ods 
o the value of $2,4o3,200, ami agricul- 
:tinil machinery worth $1,740,500. whilst 



cotton and clothing accounted for $1,- 
-M5,SUO between them. 

If we have regard to the progress 
Canada lias made during the past de- 
cide, and to the great acceleration of 
progress which now seems inevitable, 
what will be the status of t he Dominion, 
say, ton years hence V Obviously the 
Americans apprehend that she will he v a 
formidable rival of the United States, 
and it is by no means improbable that 
.she will hy then he a serious com- 
petitor with the Mother Country m im- 
portant lines of industry. It is signifi- 
cant enough that Canada has 'sent a 
special commissioner to South Africa to 
report on openings for trade. The com- 
parative indifference of British capital 
to the splendid possibilities — it might 
be more correct to say the certainties — 
of Canada is simply amazing. Yet the 
evolution of events in the United States 
gives infallible clues to Canada's future. 
In America tho centre Of abounding 
prosperity has ever been shifting — from 
the South to the North, from the East 
to the West. It now looks as if the 
centre were shifting to Canada, and that 
nothing can stop a marvellous develop- 
ment in the course of a very few years 
except paucity of men ami money. Both 
should be forthcoming from the pnmit 
hive. From Nova Scotia to (British 1C0- 
lumbia from the South to the goldfields 
of the Yukon, there are territories teem- 
ing with vast and varied natural riches. 
All the great existing enterprises known 
on this side — railways like the Canadian 
Pacific, land and trading corporations 
like the 'Hudson's Bay company, and 
various industrial enterprises — are pros- 
pering, and they look like doing amaz- 
ingly well in tho future. Are we con- 
tent that Americans should reap -thu 
coming splendid harvest of Canadian 
success, or do we care to participate?

WEST INDIES 



A Suggestion That Jamaica 
Should Be Joined to Do- 
minion of Canada. 
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I''rom Monetary Times. 

Anyone who hits traveled in Jamaica 
and jther islands of the British West 
Inilieil will have remarked the spirit of 
anient loyalty which permeates the mas- 
ses of the people. Old. colored' natives, 
ignorant of most things else, knew of 
me good qualities of the "dear Queen," 
and felt a personal affection lor her 
amounting to veneration. They, as well 
as the rest of the poorer population, felt 
she was their true friend, who would 
stand by them in all their troubles, and 
in return for her regard they would will- 
ingly lay down their own lives or call 
upon their children to light. This feel- 
ing of theirs for the lute lamented Queau 
Victoria they no doubt also feel for their 
present King, and, as those two iu their 
eyes rightly represent in concrete shape 
British institutions in general their 
loyalty may he described us intense. The 
other classes resident iu tho islands have 
always shared this feeling of personal 
attachment to the throne and Empire to 
a very largo degree, and many peoplu 
have observed that the old-fashioned type 
of West Indian planter was more Brit- 
ish than a Londoner himself. 

While, however, tho heart of tlie West 
Indian has been intensely British, the 
allegiance oi. his mind, more especially 
of the sugar planter's, has been sorely 
strained by the home government's pol- 
icy in respect to the staples upon which 
ho has depended for his prosperity and 
his livelihood, its putting into practice 
tlie theory of free trade for sugar; 
simultaneously with tlie growth of tlie 
continental bounty system, whereby Ger- 
man and French beet growers could af- 
ford to place their sugar in British mar- 
kets at a price much lower than for 
what it was sold in their own, meant 
disaster for Jamaica is persisted in. It 
was persisted in, notwithstanding every- 
thing that could he said or done, aud it 
looked as though tho Imperial govern- 
ment; cared not a whit as to who was 
ruined, so long as a pet theory could he 
rushed through nt all hazards. The 
planters begged for relief from an un- 
fair competition which was bound to 
lull their industry; commissions appoint- 
ed by the home gov.Tument to investi- 
gate reported that the representations 
made had in nowiso been exaggerated. 
Al( to ni) purpose. The theory had to 
Im worked out; foreign growers could 
not lie offended, even if loyal subjects 
did starve and their once prosperous is- 
lands fall into decay. 

Under these circumstances it is not 
to bo wondered ;it that those patriotic 
people became tilled witli bitter thoughts, 
and that they turned to a foreign coun- 
try for relief. They reflected that whlls 
their own countrymen turned a deaf ear 
to their entreaties, the United States 
presented to them the greatest market in 
tho world for their produce. .Many 
years ago, an acute observer, James An- 
thony jyromle, remarked that while "t 
was true that the Union Jack Hew on 
every flagstaff iu the islands, and that 
this truly represented tlie people's sen- 
timent, yet the ships in the harbors, the 
relations of their merchants, the desti- 
nation of their productions, were all ex- 
pressed in terms of the United States, 
and he made a by no moans veiled sug- 
gestion that their probable destiny was 
eventual annexation to that country. 
Since his time, tlieso relation.,, especial- 
ly in the case of Jamaica, have become 
even closer. Not only has the market 
for Jamaican goods become more firmly 
fixed than ever in the United States, 
but nearly all of such amelioration as 
lias taken place in the conditions reign- 
ing iu tho island has been due not to 
British hut to American enterprise. 
IVolits from sugar growing showed iil 
constant decrease. Very well, citizens 
of tho United States proved to them 
that iu a rich soil and fine climate like 
theirs other products could lie grown 
besides sugar, some, that would bring 
much more sure profit too. As a con- 
sequence, some of the parishes are .dot- 
ted over with scores of plantations do- 
voted to tlie cultivation of oranges, 
bananas, etc. Others are undertaking 
the culture of cacao and a dozen other 
tropical products. 

It should not of course be forgotten 
that Canadian enterprise hns latterly 
been making itself felt, lint for our pres- 
ent purpose it is nnoutrh to say that 
practically nil the improvements which 
have been mado in the prospects for Ja- 
maica have beet: the work, or at the Ini- 
tiative of, citizens of the United States 
who have been quick to seize upon tho 
island's wonderful possibilities. 

is it any wonder then, under tlie pres- 
ssto of Imperial neglect, of the increas- 
ing difficulty of making both ends meet, 
and of the fact that the only thing. which 
has saved it so far from utter ruin hns 
been duo to the United States, that a 
sentiment lias sprung up In some quar- 
ters in favor of annexation to, the lat- 
ter country? It Is simply a case of 
bread and butter. Mr. Chamberlain, the 
Coloninl secretary, has latterly been tlie 
means of rendering assistance to the 
planters hy getting rnrlinnient to do- 



nate them a sum of money till such timo 
as some new arrangement respecting 
bounties can be completed. The assis- 
tance, however, small as it was, lias 
been it seems rendered abortive in the 
eyes of the planters hy the inconvenient 
conditions attached to it, and the King- 
ston Chamber of Commerce has actually 
gone so far, we understand, as to pass a 
resolution iu favor of annexing tlie is- 
land of Jamaica to tiie United States, 
it is difficult to see what led this' body 
to take suck an extreme course, unless 
it has been actuated by a feeling of rc- 
seutimeiit due to hope deferred, and by 
the wish to prove to the .Mother Country 
that they are prepared to put up with 
anything rather than a continuance of 
tlie present state of things. While there 
are extenuating circumstances, however, 
for the deed, its :\ French jury would 
say, it is a resolution which cannot bo 
defended. We do not believe it to ho tlie 
manifest destiny of Jamaica or of any 
other of the British West Iudin islands 
to pass under the sway of the United 
States, and, at any rate, the present 
time, just when a measure for their as- 
sistance bus been passed by tlie British 
government, is peculiarly inopportune. 
It looks like ingratitude for such mercies 
as are vouchsafed, aud, apart from that, 
it puts a damper upon tho granting of 
further "mercies." For an important 
and representative body like the Cham- 
ber of Commerce to even discuss a ques- 
tion which has, at present at least, suell 
a manifestly slight chance of becoming 
a reality, shows, we cannot but think 
a very considerable lack of wisdom. 

If they had discussed tho advisability 
of annexation to Canada, the matter 
would have more nearly approached tho 
realm of practical politics. Several con- 
siderations are in favor of this view: 
Tho people's loyalty would not have to 
bear such a violent wrench, and each 
country is the natural complement of 
the other In climate mid productions. 
Would it not be worth tvhik ijr the Do- 
minion government to consider the whole 
question very carefully in relation to 
Jamaica itself, to the homo government 
and to ourselves, and then, if deemed 
advisable, make the necessary overtures 
to tho Jamaicans. The latter perhaps 
would think the Canadian a poor mar- 
ket compared witli that of tlie United 
Slates, but it should be remembered that 
Cuba and Puerto Iiico will both in all 
probability have to be taken into the 
reckoning, so far as tho United States 
is concerned, though incidentally it may 
be rcirarked that when they do have 
to he so, Jamaica s position under s'ill 
existing circumstances would be stil! 
worse than now. As for ourselves, wo 
would gain >i valuable tropical island, 
which would do much to round out tho 
Dominion 11s an iilI-sufDcing self-pro- 
ducing country. At the same timo there 
are objections to lie thought over as 
well, notable among which is the ques- 
tion how Canadians would like to divide 
the franchise with sonic three-quarters 
of a million of a colored and inferior 
race. To talk of racial equality is bo- 
side the mark; for, let the henevolout- 
miuded northerner theorize as ho may, 
actual Ufa teaches that absolute equal- 
ity of the races is impossible, nor would 
it be desirable.

•iSccond— A few months ago I publish- 
ed an article which threw mud at that 
pinchbeck hero Funston and his extra- 
ordinary moral. 

"Third— II tick's morals have stood the 
strain in Denver and in every English. 
German and French-speaking community 
in tho world, save one, for seventeen 
years, until now. 

•'Fourth— Tho strain breaks the con- 
nection now. 

••Filth — In Denver alone. 

••Seventh— And has dependents and in- 
fluence. 

"When one puts these things together 
the cat thai is in the meal is disclosed— 
and (piite unmistakably. 

"Said cat consists of a few persons 
who wish to curry favor with Funston, 
and w bom Liod has not dealt kindly witu 
in the matter of wisdom. 

"Everybody in Denver knows this, 
even the dead people in the cemeteries. 
It may be that Funston has wit enough 
to know that these good idiots are add- 
ing another howling absurdity to bis fun- 
ny history; it may be that God has 
charitably spared him that degree of 
penetration, slight as it is. In any case 
he is, as usual, a proper object of com- 
passion, and the bowels of my sympathy 
are moved toward him. 

"There is nobody for me to attack in 
this matter even with soft ami gentle 
ridicule— and I shouldn't ever think of 
using a grown-up weapon in this kind of 
a nursery. Above all, I could not ven- 
ture to attack the clergymen whom you 
mention, for I have their habits and live 
in the same glass house which they are 
occupying. I am always reading im- 
moral books on the sly, and then selfish- 
ly trying to prevent other people from 
having th . same wicked good time. 

"No, if Satan's morals ami Funston 
are preferable to Duck's, let Huck take 
a back seat; they can stand any ordinary 
competition, but not a combination like 
that. And I'm not going to defend them 
anyway." 

'Mr. Clemens puts the matter in a nut- 
shell when he says that tho people who 
wisli to exclude "Huckleberry Finn" are 
people "whom God has not dealt kindly 
with in tho matter of wisdom." They are 
poor unfortunate creatures upon whose 
boy consciousness the picture of that 
immortal outcast lias never dawned. Not 
to know "Huckleberry Finn" is a Jmis- 
fortune, but not to love him is a crime. 

A certain Mr. Crosland has written 
a book which he calls "The Unspeakable 
Scot." 1 have not read tbe book. 1 do 
not wish to read it. Manslaughter pre- 
ceded by torture is not a thing of which 
the pleasureable contemplation should bo 
encouraged in oneself. As most of the 
leader writers and reviewers on tho Lon- 
don papers are aither Scotch or Irish 
iMr. Crosland and his book have receiv- 
ed very faithful handling. But the only 
review which is in the least degree ade- 
quate to the offence is the one appearing 
in tho London Times, which I append:— 

We have all seen a child work itself 
into a lit of temper. We know how It 
screams and kicks, how it makes ugly 
faces and calls ugly names, how it 
beats its elders with puny, ineffective 
dist. The spectacle is not edifying; the 
feeling it excites is one of shame-faced 
pity-shame for poor human nature, pity 
}or the individual child. The child itself 
knows that it is doing an unlovely thing. 
But it knows, too, that for the moment 
it has achieved notoriety and become the 
central figure of its little world, bo it 
is with Mr. T. ,W. H. Crosland, tue 
author of "The Unspeakable Scot 
(Grant Richards, 5s.). The parallel is as 
exact as may be, from the ineffective list 
and ephemeral notoriety to the pity 
which tho. exhibition provokes. At first 
one hopes that the whole thing may be 
an elaborate [joke, slightly ponderous and 
wholly personal, but sti,l pardonable in n 
wearer of the cap and bells. But Very 
shortly it appears that Mr. Crosland mis- 
takes rudeness for wit, because he is 
furiously angry with anything that has 
tbe remotest "connexion with Scotland. 
Greatly daring, he attributes the "ad- 
mitted" lack of humor in Flinch to the 
fact that TO per cent, of the jokes which 
it accepts from outsiders come from 
North of the Tweed. die calls Mr. 
George iWvndhum "a shallow dandy, 
not because he has Scotch blood in him 
(though, us a matter of fact, he has), 
but because he is a protege of Mr, Bal- 
four's, who himself is "so Scotch that he 
plays golf" and, for all 'Mr. Crosland 
knows, is a "hammer putter" ! Ot actual 
.Scotchmen Sir Henry Campbell-Banner 
man is a dullard, and Lord Kosobery has 
the voice of an anaemic curate. Carlyle 
and Scott "have both had their day ; the 
one. is a Scotch rocket which has begun 
to descend, the other is a cumberer of 
space in private libraries, whose books 
are not read by persons of average ten- 
dencies. One of Mr. Crosland's most 
side-splitting jokes is to prefix what he 
calls "the august abdominal Dr. to 
the names of all Scotch writers, and his 
remarks about Drs. Burns. Crocket, Bar- 
re Archer, Robertson Nieoll, ami many 
others are so vitriolic that such sane 
criticism as he has to offer on their liter- 
ary efforts is quite discounted by the 
obvious bad temper which underlies 
every word of it. It is impossible here 
to reproduce a tithe of the impertinences 
contained in the book, of which those 
quoted are only mild samples. But 
enough has been said to show that Mr. 
Crosland has been guilty of a serious 
breach of literary good taste, nnredeem- 
e 1 by the saving grace of real humor. 



CMany people think that yellow journal 
ism is merely offensive and unpleasant, 
but it is often decidedly injurious as 
well. The Sau Francisco Argonaut gives 
an instance of how the sensationalism of 
the dailies hurt California which is 
worth quoting. The occasion was a sand 
storm:— 

, It was nearly two months ngo that 
certain of our daily newspapers— which 
are booming California— printed a detail- 
ed account of a calamitous sand-storm 
down at Indio, 'which had utterly de- 
stroyed the melon crop. These papers 
— in double columns, beneath scare-heads 
— asserted that 

.During three days tbe lowest temper- 
ature recorded sit any time was one hun- 
dred and twenty-six degrees in the shade. 
That was the temperature underneath 
the ice-house (! I). No ono will hazard 
a guess as to what the temperature Was 
in tho sun. All that is known is that 
every melon vine' withered into a brown 
twig, to be scattered over the baiting 
sands by the hot winds, while the mel- 
ons were properly cooked. As a result, 
the Coachella farmers will ship no mel- 
ons to eastern markets this season, and 
their prospects that were so rosy a few 
days ago have withered, like their mel- 
on vines, to mere nothing. 

All this was very interesting, very un- 
usual. So thought the Eastern journals, 
and accordingly printed the story with 
additions, embellishments, editorial com- 
ment. Here is an editorial extract from 
a late number of the 'Chicago Chronicle 
typical of them all: 

They had had sand-storms before. 
But not this kind of sand-storms. Tbe 
wind grew fiercer and ifiercer, rolling 
clouds of sand before it and finally 
scooping up whole acres ot it and hurl- 
ing it upon the cultivated lields and frult- 
fu. jgardons of Indio. At the end of 
three days, when the desert wind ceas- 
ed, the whole cultivated region was once 
more an and desert, buried under sand 
many feet deep. Not a green thing- was 
spared. Everything had been obliterated 
by the fierce breath of the simoon. The 
jealous desert had claimed its own 
again. Crops, irrigation ditches, and im- 
provements valued at over one million 
dollars had vanished— blotted out by the 
shifting sands. 

The moral that these papers drew was 
that irrigation was a had thing— that a 
sand-storm was liable to come along and 
destroy everything; that 'Congress was 
foolish to have passed the irrigation bill; 
that irrigated States were poor places 
to go to; that Hoosiers and Buckeyes 
who had thought of coming West had 
better stay at home. 

Of course tho denials of this sensation- 
al story never reached the East. De- 
nials are not interesting. The mischief 
is done: it is irreparable. As a matter 
of record, however, it may be well to set 
forth the facts of the case. The Cali- 
fornia Fruit Grower, on the publication 
of this queer story, expressed doubt of 
its accuracy, and pointed out inconsist- 
encies. They stated that the prospects 
were for future shipment of about one 
hundred and fifty carloads of melons. A 
week later the leading editorial in that 
journal begins as follows: 

''All that the California Fruit Grower 
said recently regarding Coachella Valley 
cantaloupes, grown below s.'n-hjvel, is cor- 
rect. About June 23th there was an ex- 
tremely hot. period, which lasted two 
days, during which time the melons 
which jwere ready to go forward were in- 
jured to the proportion of perhaps "."i 
per cent. Since that date there has been 
no trouble, ami melons have been going 
forward, as already stated, regularly ami 
in quantity." 

This is the way the dailies "promote" 
California.

Future historians who deal with the 
City of Victoria as a theme will unques- 
tio'.iahlv be inclined . to state that the 
year lil >2 marked the ushering in of an 
era oi progress and development unpre- 
cedented in its life up to that date. 
T.iat a city famed for its great UHii.ru; 
beauties and glorious climate far un.l 
near, had so long neglected the duty of 
providing for itself the up-to-date ne- 
cessities of communities witli any pre- 
tentions to modernity, had long been a 
source of wonderment to visitors nil I 
to many citizens; but from now on Vic- 
toria must be given a fiist place ainoig 
the well-cared-for cities of tlie progress- 
ive /West. 

It is only recently that Victorians seem 
to have awakened to a realization of the 
future of Victoria. Heretofore most of 
the efforts of the citizens were directed 
towards in. proving the city's commercial 
position, and little or no pains . were 
taken io profit by the circumstance that 
.Nature had declared that Victoria yas 
destined to be the garden residential 
s*pol 0:1 the Pacific Coast of North Am- 
erica. But the awakening came at last; 
and now " those who have eyes to see 
and ears to hear" know that, whatever 
the future may hold lor Victoria in the 
way of commercial growth, <her position 
as a resort for tourists and a residential 
point has been firmly fixed and eanno 
lie distuihed by tlie ambitions of rival, 
cities anywhere on the Coast. 

That Victoria possessed a climate un- 
surpassed anywhere in the world for 
charm and salubrity, that her scenic at- 
tractions and natural beauties are un- 
rivalled, those who had lived here any 
length of tint' were thoroughly cogniz- 
ant of; hut it remained for tlie Victor! 
Tourist Association to make those facts 
known far and near and to place the 
proper information in the hands of th >se 
who were anxious to visit or take up 
their residouce in a city so bountifully 
favored by nature. Too much praise 
cannot be given the Tourist Association 
for its splendid efforts at giving publicity 
to "the truth about Victoria." It began 
its work at a most opportune time; and 
it is peculiarly fitting that hand in hand 
with this should proceed tho develop- 
ment of a weW deserved policy for civic 
improvements by a progressive city couu- 

It is the intention in this article to 
endeavor to demonstrate by a brief cita- 
tion of the more notable public improve- 
ments which have been under way dur- 
ing VM'2 and the presenting of data 
showing the progress in building in Vic- 
toria in thc'sanie period, that the city is 
growing rapidly in importance and sta- 
bility and is ultimately destined to be— 
if not a great commercial centre — the 
premier residential point on the Pacific 
Slope, 

. The clearest evidence of faith in a 
city's future is shown by the willing- 
ness of the taxpayers to sanction pub- 
lic improvements, and that that evidence 
is at hand in ample quantity is shown 
in tho paving work now under way on 
the principal streets, the beautiful re- 
taining wall at James Bay and the in- 
tention to proceed in due course with tlie 
erection of a new steel bridge at Point 
Ell Ice and a Carnegie library, when the 
site for tlie latter shall have been chos- 
en. The erection of a splendid new 
iHigh school 1 may 1 also be mentioned in 
this connection. 

•But shrewd business "men ami private 
citizens have not been laggard -in demon- 
strating their faith in tlie future of '10 
city, the former undertaking large im- 
provements and enterprises involving tlie 
expenditure of thousands of dollars, and 
tho hitter— embracing all classes, from 
the capitalist to the wage-earner— erect- 
ing residences and homes for themselves 
in the prettiest city Qf the West. 
, Take, for instance, the work done by 
the Tramway Company. At an expendi- 
ture of thousands of dollars it has dou- 
ble tracked a large portion of its sys- 
tem, intends laying heavier rails on all 
lines and is arranging to extend the 
system so as to take in the Oovge and 
provide transportation facilities for resi- 
dents in that delightful section of tlie 
city. Then, again, those interested in 
the shipbuilding industry are showing 
their faith in Victoria n a very sub- 
stantial fashion the growth of this 11- 

dnstry being really phenomenal. 
. 'But it is not aloii" those entrusted with 
tho direction of huge enterprises who 
have shown that they can rend the 
"handwriting on the wall" — the shrewd 
business men of tlie community are pre- 
paring for a future which can hold noth- 
ing but good for Victoria. In this lat- 
ter connection it will be only necess n'.v 
to mention a few of the instances in 
which the business man is showing his 
faith in Victoria. The improvements 
now limb r way at Spencer's Arcade, tlie 
ereat dry goods emporium, will permit 
Victorians shortly to declare witli trutn 
Hint their city possess.es one of the fin- 
est establishments of tlie kind in tlie 
Dominion. A new building will have 
been creeled when the carpenter and 
joiner ami th" mason hive comnleted 
their labors. It will rise four stories '.11 
height of brick, witli stone embellish- 
ments, and be 11 decided improvement to 
(Government and Broad streefs. 

At an expenditure of $5,000, not to 
speak of interim' litliliL's of the most 
elaborate character. Messrs. Challoner 
& Mitchell have undertaken improve- 
ments to the building which they occtiny 
on Government street and they can low 
boast of possessing one of the most com 
plete establishments of the kind in the 
West. 

Th hotel establishments the stimulus 
of faith in tlie city is also to be prnc 
Tically demonstrated. The Balmoral on 
Douglas street is to be enlarged by 1 
additional storey, as is also, so it 
sain, that phenomenon of Western hi 
telries. the Dominion hbtel on Yat 
street, which in itself, under tlie map 
guidance of Stephen Jones, lias done 
much to add to tlie fame of Victoria. 

Throueh the courtesy of Building In 
specter 'Northcott the Colonist is enabled 
to present this morning n list of the new 
buildings and improvements to existing 
structures, with the estimated expendi- 
tures, for which permits) were granted 
ib" the city since the opening of th 
year.

It will be seen from the above that 
the year 1002, which has some months 
yet to run before its expiration, has 
witnessed considerable progress in the 
building line. The list is necessarily in- 
complete in so far as showing accurately 
the number of buildings erected in Vic- 
toria, properly speaking, as building per- 
mits are only required from those who 
commence operations within the lire lim- 
its. Thus the great districts of Oak 
Bay and Ksiiuinialt have witnessed much 
building during the past year 110 record 
of which is kept at the City Hall. Im- 
provements, for instance, of very elab- 
orate and costly character have been 
made this year at the residence of .Mr. 
Hen 17 Croft. 

A Colonist representative inquired 
from the real estate agents, the archi- 
tects and tlie mill men as to the out- 
look for the future in the building liii", 
and all anticipate a busy time for tlie 
'balance of the season of 1902 and fir 
next year. There are but few empty 
houses in the city and the demand for 
Residences with all modern improvements 
(increases daily. One feature of interest, 
in the situation is the disposition on the 
part of those who arc building to ere -t 
dwellings of a style of architecture much 
superior to that in evidence heretofore, 
speaking generally. 

Assuming that 300.'! will witness tho 
extension of tlie street car system along 
the Gorge road, jt> is altogether prob- 
able that building -will receive a de- 
cided slimuliis by such a move. Tho 
large tract of land known as "Finlay- 
son s Field" on Douglas street, has been 
cut up into lots, and is now on the mar- 
ket; and no doubt next year will wit- 
ness considerable activity in that nection 
Pf the city in the building line. 

Taking it all in all, Victorians have 
every reason to be satisfied with the pro- 
gress made by their city during the peri- 
od of 1902, which has already passed, 
and may look forward confidently that 
190.', will wilness to n still greater de- 
gree, development of a growth which is 
surely destined to assume large propor- 
tions.

Scheme to Station Vessel for Wireless 
Telegraphy. 

A scheme is on foot in Liverpool, ac- 
eording to the -Electrical World aud En- 
g ueer, which, it is claimed, will soon, 
lie in commercial operation for utilizing 
wireless telegraphy in a inid-ocenn post 
olllce mid signal station. It is 1 lie inten*- 
tio - to permanently moor at a point lit): 
miles west of the Lizard a ship which 
will be equipped with a searchlight and 
a complete si 1 of Marconi apparatus \s 
the water at the point selected will in- 
volve tli-. use of a mooring chain -100 
or 50U feel in length, the weight of 
which wiimd prevent tlie bows from rid- 
ing buoyantly over the heavy seas, the 
vessel will be provided wiili a horse- 
pipe placed in lhe keel nf the foremast.. 
The searchlight is to have a verti.-.'.l 
beam for the purpose of illuminating tho 
clouds and enabling tlie flouting post 
otllcd to lie picked up at night from a 
distance of sixty miles or more. As the- 
vessel will lie located in the fair way 
of t'ne Knglish Channel, it will be adv.ii- 
tageously placed for Tlie distribution ot 
orders sent from shore by the owners 
of vessels which are passing in or out of 
the Channel. Thus a ship coming in 
front, the West' or from the South cou: 1 
be directed, as soon as it picked up tlio 
station, to proceed either to Liverpool, 
'Bristol, or an English Channel port. By 
this means pilotage and port dues would 
be reduced, and, of course, there wouiir 
be a considerable saving of time. Tho 
vessel will serve as a floating station, 
which can be appr.ouc.hed in any sate of 
tiie weather, and picked up for wirajess 
communications. The value of this focn 
of post oflb-e is expected to be very great. 
'Moreover, lying at the junction' of he- 
three great thoroughfares of British and 
continental marine trafllc* the station 
should prove particularly valuable 111 sal- 
vage work. The scheme on the face of 
it appears to lie thoroughly practiclib'e, 
and If carrie 1 out it should prove to bo- 
ot considerable service in the maritime 
world. I

The first Monday in September is print- 
°'l in red nit the calendar, and conveys 
the impression that there is a significance 
attached to it. It is called Labor Day 
and is observed as a statutory holiday. 
Trade unionists claim the day as the'i: 
own. It is not the anniversary of tho 
birth or death of any illustrious emanci- 
pator, nor is it observed in commemora- 
tion of any particular event in the his- 
tory of the eight centuries of the labor 
movement. 

Labor Day is pure and simple a stop- 
day from work, made use of by trade- 
unionists to fraAprnize, and by public 
Jdemonstration display their strength, nnd 
tinnnuncp the progress made and achieve- 
ments in the past. Enthusiasm is instil- 
led into thp inactive, and active are spur- 
ci on to greater efforts. The bv-stand- 
or is appealed to to fall into the ranks 
and share in the struggle as well as the 
rewards accruing from the work of trade 
11 ill ons. 

During the past year the expansion 
of_ trade-unionism in Canada has been 
phenomenal. In Victoria the number of 
unions have nearly doubled. In quite a 
few trades better conditions have been 
secured, hours of labor have been re- 
tfuced and wages materially advanced. 
Only one strike of any duration occur- 
red, but this has been settled, leaving 
a clean sheet to start off on. T n other 
parts of tho province, particularly in 
the mining industry, disastrous conflicts 
between capital nnd labor have taken 
place. These unfortunate occurrences, 
however, have been terminated.

SETTLING SOUTH AFRICA. 

Scheme to Get British Immigrants on 
tho Land. 

A cable from South Africa says:— 
The scheme of settling ou the laud a i 
great number of British immigrauts »p-j 
pears to have every chance of success. 
A. large staff of surveyors is employed 
in surveying ground suitable for agri- 1 
culture. With them is a number Of in- 
spectors possessing intimate local, 
knowledge, who report ou tho suitability | 
of tho laud for various purposes. When 
all reports have been received the farms j 
favorably mentioned will be split into, 
small holdings so as to give the proper! 
proportion to each kind of farming. I 
For the present only the best farms in i 
the healthiest districts are surveyed and 
inspected. Large tracts of land owned 
by the government in the remoter and | 
less healthy districts are to be taken in' 
band later on, under some modified 
scheme of settlement, experience having 
shown that it requires time and knowl- 
edge of local conditions to make sucn' 
occupation succesful. 

It is necessary to make some 'muie- 
0IV " | diato provision for a large number of dls- 
( bias I'Ojey, elmrirp,] soldiers, and land has been found 
tor them in the Middli'burg, Nylstroom 
and I'otehefstroom districts, but the dif- 
ficulty of transport is impeding progress. 

Four parties of Australian experts un- 
der Captain Doyle are boring lor water 
ia the Nylstroom district, and arranging 
for a system nf underground tanks like 
those iii the waterless tracts of Aus- 
tralia. This barren district may thus be 
converted into one of the richest por- 
tions of the Transvaal. 

Over live thousand applications nave 
been made by settlers having capital, inn 
, it is generally fell that nothing can be 
work on I Joue hastily. It is necessary to discover 
and survey the most suitable land before 
bringing into the country numbers of 
men who will find that the expenses of 
living while they are waiting for their 
farms wi.l cat up a good portion of their 
capital. 

The land settlement scheme includes 
payment on easy terms, and every en- 
couragement will be given to good and 
industrious farmers, but it is well to 
warn intending settlers of the necessity 
of hard work. The day of big pastoral 
farms is over as far as new settlers are 
concerned. The ideal lazy life which the 
old settlers lived while watching their 
stock increase is not to be realized un- 
der the new conditions. 

One of the new departures in connec- 
tion with land is the establishment of a 
large experimental farm at I'otehef- 
stroom. It is intended to try ami find, 
by a series of experiments, suitable trees, 
grasses and crops, as well as to import 
prize pedigree stuck of sheep aud pigs 
with the object of improving the breed. 
Every farmer will be allowed free of 
charge the use of the hulls and rams 
of this farm with a view to bettering the 
breeds throughout South Africa. The 
system is essentially experimental, and 
does not aim at any commercial success. 
It is ditllcult to say at the present 
j stage what are the chances of ultimate 
| success of the scheme of laud settle- 
j ments. Many who have livid here have 
| tried to make agriculture pay and have 
failed. They declare the country to be 
•purely pastoral. Others, however, cuter 
I lain the opinion that if water is procur- 
able there is no reason why the Trans- 
vaal should not be self-supporting in the 
matter of grain and mealies. It has 
always been a reproach to the country 
that it is not even able to supply Johan- 
nesburg with mealies. 

It is to 1 io hoped that with the now 
administration this will be accomplished, 
but up to the present the mines have 
found it cheaper to import mealies from 
South America than to buy the local 
product.

CHEMICAL 

FERTILIZERS 



Address by Mr. Maynard Before Farmers' 
Institute at Royal Oak, 



At a meeting of tlio Fanners' Insti- 
tute held at Koyal Oak school house, 
[Friday, August 8th, the business of the 
evening was a rei>ort from Mr. Munro 
Miller and an address on chemical fer- 
tilizers by Mr. Blayney E. Maynard, of 
the Victoria Chemical company, of this 
city. The meeting was called to order 
at S:'S0 p.m., President Shoplnnd in the 
chair. 'Mr. Munro Miller, on being call- 
ed upon, made a brief statement of the 
■work done at the Central Institute, 
promising to go more into details at a 
]ater (late. 

Mr. Shopland then introduced Mr. 
IMaynard, making a- short address in hi:; 
usual happy manner, during which he 
stated he had used chemical fertilizers 
to great advantage, but bad doubts as to 
whether their continued effect would be 
as good. Mr. Maynard replied that dur- 
ing the course of the evening lie would 
endeavor to explain this point, that with 
the continuous use of chemical fertil- 
izers properly applied, soil conditions 
would be greatly improved. Mr. May- 
nard then took the floor amidst 
hearty applause. His address in part is 
as follows: — 

We all know what is meant by barn- 
yard manure, the droppings of domestic 
animals mixed with more or less litter 
that is used as bedding. The chief 
value of this manure is in the plant 
food it contains— nitrogen, potash and 
phosphoric acid. The decaying organic 
matter in many soils improves their 
physical condition; in some soils the con- 
trary effect may he bad. We should 
look upon this, not as so much manure, 
but as so much nitrogen, potash and 
phosphoric acid, and how it can best be 
used to suit, the requirements <>C our 
crops. 

Of the fourteen elements necessary to 
plant life three are the most important, 
ais they are the ones of which our soils 
are already depleted; the others nearly 
always being found is sufficient supply. 
Should any one of these three, potash, 
phosphoric neid or nitrogen, be entirely 
absent, plant life could not exist. Fortu- 
nately for us, when compared with the 
bulk 'produced they are required in but 
small amount*. , For instance, take 2,000 
pounds of potatoes and reduce to ashes, 
the total ash produced reaching the 
enormous amount of about IS pounds, 
representing the entire mineral matter 
removed from the soil, of which about 
(i pounds will consist of potash, 1% 
pounds of phosphoric acid, making 7Vi 
pounds of mineral plant food worth 
about -14 cents. The 4% pounds of nitro- 
gen would of course be lost in the burn- 
ing. The total value of the 2000 pounds 
of potatoes as a fertilizer compared with 
the best forms in the market would be 
about .$1.10. Now to return these 12 
pounds of plant food to the sod. Would 
it be considered necessary to put back a 
ton of some other material to make this 
loss good? Can we not return that am- 
ount of nitrogen, potash and phosphoric 
acid in some form requiring less bulk, 
thereby saving us much expense and 
trouble, in labor, hauling and freight'.' 
Yes, in the form of chemical manures. 

Many of you have often seen a team 
of horses straining at a load of manure 
to be distributed over a field. All the 
valuable ingredients in this great bulk 
could be put in a basket, and readily 
carried on one arm, without putting an 
ordinary person to any undue exertion. 

'Some of you may have the impression 
that chemical fertilizers are medicines 
adapted to sick soils, and that but a tem- 
porary benefit attends their use. You 
could' not entertain a more erronr ous 
idea. If your soils are sick, don't put 
on fertilizers. Cure them first; they 
mav be in need of medicine, or even a 
surgical operation, but don't waste your 
time and money putting fertilizers on 
soils of such a nature that plants cannot 
or can only partially partake of the food 
provided; Adopt some other method of 
treatment as conditions may re- 
quire; put them in such a state that 
plants can feed, then they will readily 
respond to food placed within their 
reach. When your plants are hungry, 
give' them good, nourishing, palatable 
food. Let us see what Dr. Wagner, the 
foremost agriculturist of Germany, says 
on the most profitable use of commercial 
manure: "1 at once present this ques- 
tion: Under what conditions is it pos- 
sible to essentially increase the return 
from the soil by the application of 
chemical fertilizers V The answer is: 
Wherever hungry plants grow, wherever 
the earth produces plants which hunger 
for nitrogen, phosphoric acid or potash, 
there the application of commercial man- 
ures should be made." 

The cause of small returns Is not al- 
ways due to a lack of plant food; often 
the plant sulTcrs from thirst, insufficient 
porosity of the soil, through which root 
development is checked, from caking ol 
the soil, from impenetrability of soil by 
which stagnant water and its attendant 
evils are entailed; from lack of lime, poor 
drainage, etc. In short, there are many 
physical and chemical relations of soil, 
nr unfavorable conditions hi' weather, 
which diminish the crop, and prevent the 
healthy development of the plant. The 
plant in such cases generally does not 
hunger, is not in need of Iu r ge addition 
of food. Tin- small amount present in 
the soil will lie enough to supply all the 
crop possible under such unfavorable 
circumstances. Such soils surely are sick 
soils, and in need of medical attendance. 
Here conditions can be bettered by ir- 
rigation or draining, better cultivation, 
deep working, plowing, harrowing, mar- 
ling, etc.; the plants then can attain a 
possible development requiring a larger 
food supply than the soil can yield. 

When your plants want food, don't 
give them medicine. It would be as 
sensible as giving a starving man a 
dose of soothing syrup and expecting 
him to want nothing more. Feed them 
as you would your animals or yourselves, 
not simply to satisfy their hunger, but 
that they may be brought to the highest 
state of development and productiveness. 
Some of you will remember in the very 
interesting talk Mr. Smith, of Oregon, 
gave us on chickens some time ago, how 
be told us that by feeding them an excess 
of certain foods they would become too 
fat and stop laying, but with other foods, 
making a balance of rations, the desired 
result, eggs, can be obtained. A balane 
ed ration also being necessary to the 
perfect health ami development of the 
fowl. What is true of chickens is just 
as true of plants'. You can by an excess 
of one element make the plant as it were 
too fat, so as to cause it to almost cease 
producing seed or fruit; on the other 
hand, should any necessary element be 
entirely absent, the plant will starve, 
should it be present, hut not in sufficient 
supply, the crop will 'be small in propor- 
tion. ' For instance, if there is in in 
acre of soil but enough available phos- 
phoric acid to supply ten bushels cf 
grain, potash and nitrogen may be pres- 
1 ent in quantities sufficient for the largest 
crop, yet that aero of soil cannot pro- 
duce more than ten bushels unless more 
phosphoric acid is added. The point to 
be borne in mind is. namely, that these 
elements must 'be present in right pro- 
portions to ensure perfect growth and 
crop productio::. ,',•', 

In virgin lands the soil is rich because 
through the processes of decay available 
plant food has been accumulating for a 
long period of time. Should we continu- 
ously crop these soils, not making full 
return, these accumulated stores of plant 
fond must in time become more or less 
exhausted. ' -, 

Chemical, artificial or commercial fer- 
tilisers, as they are variously termed, 
supply plant -food just as well as other 
more common products. The fact that 



the food exists in substances, other than 
those which ar L - familiar to the farmer, 
is no evidence that it may .not be quite 
as good or even better than those 'con- 
tained in home made products. It is 
not the outward appearance of a sub- 
stauce, but the kind, amount and form 
of the elements contained in it that 
measures its value as a fertilizer. For 
example, the nitrogen in a commercial 
fertilizer exerts no different function in 
a plant than that which nature has 
stored in the soil, or from materials that 
have been removed from the soil and 
returned in the form of stable manure. 
The same holds true of potash and phos- 
phoric acid. In their concentrated forms 
they serve to nourish and feed the plants 
in exactly the same way as those con- 
tained in the soils, or may be supplied 
in materials more familiar. The form 
in which they exist when applied does 
not imply that they, are stimulants 
rather than food, though frequently be- 
cause of their forms the plants are able 
to absorb them more readily, and thus 
by their rapidly increasing growth, give 
the impression that an undue stimulating 
effect accompanies their use. The fam- 
ous experiments of Laws and Gilbert, at 
Itothamstead, England, teach this one 
thing very emphatically, viz., the elli- 
eieuey of chemical fertilizers as com- 
pared with stable manure. 

The cost of preparing the land for 
seed, the cost of seed, the seeding and 
harvesting of a crop of wheat is prac- 
tically the same whether the yield per 
acre is 10 or lit) bushels, but this cost 
will not permit a profit on the 10 bushel 
crop, as the cost, per bushel is too 
largely increased. The same conditions 
are true of other crops. Land which is 
nor in a high state of fertility cannot 
produce large yields. The aim should be 
to make the conditions of the soil better, 
and if possible ensure the plant with no 
lack of food during the growing period, 
rather let the measure of the crop be 
subject to conditions of climate and 
season than that of the soil. To make 
the . conditions of the soil more perfect 
in this respect, better cultivation, ami 
better use of the waste products of the 
soil must be encouraged. 

The following example of the results of 
fertilizing will not be amiss, also will 
clearly illustrate the effect of but one 
element being deficient; tin? element in 
this case happened to be potash. The 
experiment was conducted in this vicin- 
ity on a 13-ncre lield of oats. Not hav- 
ing the actual figures, I can only ap- 
proximate, the result, however, will nut 
be far wide of the mark. The cost of 
preparing the soil and seeding' would 
be about $-10, without fertilizing bad a 
crop producing power of about 30 bush- 
els per acre; with the addition of $27. 00 
worth of potash to the la acres the crop 
per aero Was 00 bushels, an increaso of 
(10 bushels per acre, or an increaso of 
7S0 bushels for the field. The otts 
probably were worth 50 cents per bushel, 
showing an increase in the crop of $390, 
for an outlay of $27.50 in chemical fer- 
tilizers. The cost of preparing the soil 
being no greater thnn if no fertilizer bad 
been used. Now, supposing the nature 
of this soil was such that all the ele- 
ments had to be returned, say at a cost 
of $10 per acre, still the profit would 
have been enormous. Don't think the pro- 
ilit ends here; the increase in straw and 
the better condition of the soil and the 
undoubted improvement in next year' 
crop, without further application of fer- 
tilizer, will count for something. How- 
ever, irregular applications are not to bo, 
commended, iWo should not wait until 
soil exhaustion again occurs, as the los^ 
through a gradually decreasing crop will 
be far greater than the cost of judi 
cious applications of fertilizers. Till! 
is only one instance amongst many that 
could be cited you of excellent paying re- 
turns from the use of chemical fertil- 
izers iu this .section. Crops having 
far greater money value than oats w 
show even greater returns. In justico to 
the company from whom the potash was 
purchased, I should add that their profit 
in the sale did not exceed $2.50. Should 
the farmer who has had such excellent 
returns give up the use of fertilizers, 
would you not consider him most un- 
wise' And if that same company shows 
him a weak point in his use of fertilizers 
whereby through continuing his present 
method, his soil may not always give 
such great returns, even if it should cost 
him more per acre, would their sugges- 
tions bo worthy of consideration'.' It 
should be bomo in mind that their future 
business depends entirely upon their cus- 
tomers obtaining continuously good and 
profitable results. Should a failure be 
made in the use of fertilizers, go to the 
company you purchased from. Remem- 
ber your interests in this matter are mu- 
tual. Get them to give you nil the as- 
sistance in their power to help you as- 
certain the cause of failure. Study fail- 
ures, as well as successes, discover the 
cause if possible: remember a progres- 
sive company is watching and carefully 
noting the results of numerous experi- 
ments, whereas you may not have op- 
portunity of seeing any but your own. 
They will gladly place at your disposal 
all information at their command. 

Don't imagine because your soil dif- 
fers from your neighbors, that plant 
food which benefits his will not benefit 
yours. Whenever plants hunger food 
must be supplied or they cannot thrive. 

It behooves a farmer to carefully con- 
sider, when growing crops for market, 
what crop will bring him the greatest 
return for the amounts of potash, phos- 
phoric acid and nitrogen removed from 
the soil. Every time you sell a dried 
product you sell plant food in a more or 
less concentrated form, the prico receiv- 
ed not always being iu proportion. Soil 
water, sell your crops when possible 
with their full content of water in them. 

The following comparisons are worthy 
of most careful attention. 

One ton meadow hay contains plant 
food worth about $0.00. 

One ton -potatoes contains plant food 
worth about $1.10. 

One ton of strawberries contains plant 
food worth about 05 cents. 

One ton of apples contains plant food 
worth about 05 cents. ■ 
. Ono ton of mangle wursel contains 
plant food worth about $1.15. 

One ton of turnips contains plant food 
worth about $1.15. 

One ton of cherries contains plant food 
worth about S7 cents. 

Ono ton of plums contains plant food 
worth about S-l cents. 

This is their full fertilizing values as 
based upon .Victoria v-hiues to-day for 
the highest grade fertilizers ou the 
market. 

Deep well tilled humns loam, under 
favorable climatic conditions, is'the best 
pledge for sure effect from commercial 
fertilizers, and every means that im- 
proves the condition of the soil advances 



namely, a conversion of fodder elements 
into a greater production of milk, muscle 
and fat, which can only be accomplished 
by increasing the appetite by the use of 
easily digestible and palatable foods. 

Tho same principle applies to crop pro- 
duction. When feasible, plants should be 
grown having great productive powers, 
or as it were great fattening capacity, 
and should be stimulated to do their ut- 
most by the liberal use of easily soluble 
manures. As already stated, the best 
possible results can only be obtained on 
better grades of soil, under favorable 
climatic conditions. Still, to assume that 
chemical manures can only be used to 
advantage oil such soils would be abso- 
lutely incorrect, for large and when con- 
ditions are favorable, most excellent re- 
sults are obtained on poor and evcu 
neglected soils. Under such circum- 
stances greater care and precautions 
must he taken, for it demands far great- 
er risk being entailed than in better soils. 

By intensive cultivation by a discreet 
and liberal employment of chemical fer- 
tilizers together with tho use of renovat- 
ing crops" farmers will prosper and the 
land grow fertile. There is a greater 
necessity among farmers of a broader 
knowledge of plant and soil wants, care- 
ful experimenting and close observation, 
and a spirit of liberal inquiry, which is 
only satisfied with the highest attain- 
able truth. We are slowly learning the 
value and importance of chemical man- 
ures, not in irregular, but continuous 
use, the Utility of green manures; and 
the bearing of deep thorough and fre- 
quent culture upon our crops becomes 
more and more apparent. By the action 
of chemical fertilizers, perfect culture 
and green manures, we have learned 
that the productive power of soils, not 
absolutely barren will be greatly in- 
creased. In the fanning of the future 
men who disregard the teachings of agri- 
cultural science will he left far behind in 
the race. Chemical manures will 'je 
more largely used than now, but the re- 
lative cost of manuring wiii decrease; 
our fields will he growing crops continu- 
ously, much of the elusive and costly 
nitrogen will be harvested from the at- 
mosphere. Let us carefully consider 
nature's ways. She has methods full 
of thrift ami bounty; study them, that 
we may co-operate with her, rather than 
through ignorance work against her. 
lteturn what you remove from the soil, 
follow aud note her methods and soil ex- 
haustion cannot occur. 

At the close of his address Mr. May- 
nard's able answers to many questions 
showed he has a very thorough knowl- 
edge of the subject, in hand. Mr. .May- 
nard is well known in fertilizing circles 
in 'California, where his articles on the 
use of fertilizers and soil improvement 
have been published by probab'y all the 
leading agricultural papers of that and 
the adjoining states. He also has a very 
thorough and practical knowledge of 
fruit culture, having had many years' 
experieence in that and other agricul- 
tural lines. Tho farmers here should 
take every advantage of his being among 
them. At the close of his address Mr. 
Maynard was heartily applauded aud ex- 
tended a vote of thanks. 

The meeting was well attended by 
many of the leading agriculturists of the 
Royal Oak district who, by the many 



REMINISCENCES 

OF KITCHENER 



Great Soldier Portrayed By 
One Who Has Known Him 
Well. 



With many people tho iniptessiou has 
obtained that Lord Kitchener, great gen- 
eral, able organizer, admirable adminis- 
trator, and world-wise politician as ho 
hits admitedly proved himself to he, is 
yet a hard and dour man, without the 
bowels of compassion and without the 
qualities of kindliness aud humanity 
which everyone wishes to find in a great 
soldier. How this impression has grown 
and developed I do not pretend to say; of 
course he has always of necessity been 
a stern man and in some senses an ex- 
acting task-master. It was indeed com- 
mon with us in all those hot and stren- 
uous years of the Soudan to say that 
"K." could always manage to got live 
days' work out of any man under him in 
24 hours, and also that he never for- 
gave n defection on the part of a subor- 
dinate. Undoubtedly this is true, ami 
it is possible that this sternness biir> 
caused friction among the few, the very 
few be it said, of those of his officers 
who have failed to come up to the stand- 
ard ho expected. But, on the other hand, 
it must be said and can never be suffi- 
ciently insisted upon -that if "K." made 
his men work he has ever himself work- 
ed twice as hard as anyone under him. 
And moreover, the work done, no com- 
mander has ever yet been more gen- 
erous in recognizing and rewarding the 
performance of his underlings. 

Of course in all the long years of Sou- 
daii fighting in which lie so admirably 
showed the metal of which he is made. 
Lord Kitchener was well aided by cir- 
cumstance* to reward those who served 
him well. Our old friend Ostium Dignil. 
for instance, was for at least ten years 
the British subaltern's very best friend. 

So well recognized a fact was this that 
1 remember when once at Boulac Dac- 
rowi station, starting for one of tin' 
earlier Soudan expeditions, 1 overheard 
an elderly and distinguished soldier's (1 
think it was "Hellfire Jack") final fare- 
well to the hero of fo-day. 

"Watch Osman Dignn," he said, 
"watch hiin. but whatever you do don't 
kill him. He's been worth more D. S. 
O.'s and promotions and decorations 
than any one since the first Napoleon." 

Am! certainly Lord Kitchener's treat- 
ment of hi? subordinates thoroughly jus- 
tiliei! this testimony. I who write have 
been through seven Soudan campaigns 
with the great general, and during the. 
last of tin in, the glorious advance on 
[Khartoum, it was common talk among 
myself ami my colleagues that "you 
could not t'arow a stick without hitting a 
D. S. O." The idea that "K 



mnnent way of the Soudan railway was 
washed away aud the rails left festooned 
to tho rocks 30 feet above the desert 
track, while in no place was there less 
than 12 feet of water on what had 
been the permanent way. Well, Lord 
Kitchener rose, as he has always done, 
to the situation. Many a man would 
have wilted before such a complicated 
ffnes of evils. But "K„" taking with 
Hum 'Jimmy" Watson and Lord Edward 
Cecil, boarded a pilot engine and steam- 
ed to the scene of the disaster, where on 
his arrival he at once started to recon- 
struct the wrecked line, carrying it round 
an altogether different section of rock 
desert. To accomplish this his men were 
forced to dive into 12 feet of water and 
tear up rails and sleepers and carry them 
to the bank, while the indefatigable 

Is., in his shirt sleeves aided and en- 
couraged them. As a result, 14 miles of 
line were laid over the newly-surveyed 
ground in 24 hours, and the interrupted 
supply of fond and war material was at 
once continued. 

This was not, however, the end of 
Lord Kitchener's trials in that year's 
campaign. The line repaired, he hurried 
back to Koshek camp to superintend the 
construction of the last three stern- 
wheeler gunboats. The whole army, be 
it said, was waiting for the completion 
of this vessel, which had had more than 
one mishap in its brief carcor. However 
it was at last built and finished, and the 
time had come for a trial to be made 
of its inultitube boilers. Lord Kitchen- 
er was of course on bile spot— he always 
is on the spot when work is afoot, it 
was a great occasion. An army of men 
were busy painting and. f urbu'shing up 
this hideous iron tank that we called a 
gunboat. We were to make our start on 
the morrow and the headquarters camp 
was to move on the same night. And 

hen suddenly the whole side of the 
boiler blew out, leaving the vessel as 
useless and as harmless as a dead croco- 
dile. "Great God,", cried Kitchener, 

what have I done that all these horrors 
should happen to me?" * 

But the momentary outbreak over the 
masterful man's indomitable pluck as- 
serted itself. How many people worked 
and how strenuously during the follow- 
ing night that followed I cannot sny, but 
the next afternoon saw a special— an 
"extra special" train steam into Koshek 
laden with a new inultitube boiler, 
which was hoisted into jHisition aud ad- 
justed ami tested in record time. I re- 
member that 1 stood with Lord Edward 
'(Veil (who was Lord Kitchener's A. D. 
O.l watching this anxious operation. 

Well," said Lord Edward, "if anything 
goes wrong again I shall ride straight 
out into the desert with two day's ra- 
tions and try to (in, I the Khalifa, 'i take 
it that in the circumstances he will be 
pleasanter company than the general."

It is well to bear in mind that with 
luxuriant plant growth and intensive soil 
culture, there is intensive conversion of 
plant food into crops; the great- 
er the crops the greater the 
consumption of plant food. The 
fiiiore perfect the condition of the 
soil, where crops can obtain their high- 
est development, there also will be the 
greatest demand, and hunger for plant 
food. The, earlier additions of plant 
food arc made beyond that barely neces- 
sary to appease hunger; the crops can lie 
as it were, fattened. 

In intensive cattle feeding something 
more is sought to be accomplished than 
the satisfying of the mere needs of the 
animals. If it were only a question of 
appeasing hunger, food often could be 
saved, but a further end is sought, 



Mr. D. .1. Goggin, superintendent of 
education for the Northwest Territories, 
gives an interesting interview in the Tor- 
onto Mail and Empire. 

Concerning the West, Mr. Goggin of 
course had the allowable optimism caus- 
ed by the big crops and great inrush of 
people, hut he has na fear of the Am- 
ericanizing of the West. 

"I traveled constantly for two montlis 
this spring," said he, "meeting these 
newcomers everywhere, and while I 
have no actual statistics, it is safe to say 
that the majority were of Canadian 
origin. After u little questioning you 
get an answer something like this: 'Oh, 
well, away back in the old days our 
family came from Canada.' I went into 
a school this spring where all the pupils 
were the children of these newcomer 1 
from the United States. I asked them if 
they could sing, and they said they 
could, so I expressed my desire to heir 
them. The first piece they struck up 
was 'The Maple Leaf, and the next was 
'Rule Britannia.' The explanation was 
simple, they had an Ontario girl for 
teacher, who taught them the songs she 
learned here, but it shows how little 
there is in all this talk of Americaniz- 
ing. 

"Settlers from the States came to me 
frequently to discuss their citizenship, 
and while they would demur a little 
when I told them that Canadian laws 
were better than those of the United 
States, they were willing to admit that 
cur laws were better administered. Their 
general statement was that they could 
sec very little difference in the laws, ex- 
cept that in Canada they were be 
carried out. There ore other reasons 
which make it unlikely that they ,vil! 
provo a danger to the West. They are 
al: when they land. Democrats or Re- 
publicans, and they are lint a short time 
in the country until they are Conserva- 
tives or Liberals. Thus they identify 
themselves with Canadian institutions 
anil do not act as a solid body of Ameri- 
cans. Besides that they are' not settled 
in colonies, but mixed up with the Can- 
adian communities. For these reasons 
and because they do their own thinking, 
they are really less a danger to our in- 
stitutions than some European immi- 
grants, who are settled in communities, 
and who are apt to vide en bloc. The 
Americans are very progressive, want 
roads, bridges, and schools forthwith, 
and will in this way tend to make the 
progress of the West more rapid. Tho 
will not sit down and wait for thee 
things to come to them, .but will stli 
about to get them. 

"We are building about one hundred 
new school houses per year in the Terri- 
tories. We have one Normal school, 
and this year we have had to 1-mit thv 
number of students to one hundred, 
which makes it one of the largest Nor- 
mal classes in Canada. We are strength- 
ening our secondary schools and permit- 
ting them to undertake work up to uni- 
versity matriculation and even .first year 
university work. We hold a matricula- 
tion examination along with our de- 
partmental examinations in July, w'mch 
examination is accepted by the Univers- 
ity of Manitoba, and will be, I expect, 
by the other universities, ns the require- 
ments as to standards are fully met. 

"Manual training classes are being 
carried on at the larger centres, but we 
are not able to do anything yet in the 
way- of technical education. The law 
pcrm'ts the centralizing of rural schools, 
'but as yet little has been done in this 
-way, as the people seem to prefer a 
school Hint is their 'own,' even to a 
better equipped one at a distance, in 
the case of girls who are not going to 
take a university course we have made 
a change in the curriculum. After the 
first year of the High school course the 
girls may elect to take an equivalent of 
modern languages in the place of mathe- 
matics. For the great majority of the 
girls who will become home-makers we 
think this advisable. The boys must 
take the mathematics."

It so ehaiced that Lord Kitchener and 
I were on board the same warship dur- 
ing that momentous July 11, 18S2. So 
that I kne\r before he told it the story 
which follows: Towards fj o'clock in 
the afternoon white Hags had been run 
it]i on all t\v Alexandria forts, one after 
the other, mil from the Helicon Admiral 
Seymour flashed the general signal to 
cease lire. It so chanced that the big 
gun in the buttery in which Lord Kitch- 
ener and I were standing on board H. 

M. S. was loaded and laid, and 

the gunnery lieutenant in charge wired 
back to the admiral's ship for permis- 
sion to lire. Assent was given, and the 
whole fleet having seen the signal, every 
glass on each vessel was fixed on EL iM. 

S. and her objective. 

The gun was bid straight and true and 
was tired. The great shell sped to its 
billet right in the centre' of the fort 
buildings. A hute cloud of smoke, dust 
and rubble filled the air, and then, says 
Lord Kitchener, When it slowly cleared 
away, an old wojnan hobbled out of an 
outhouse and drive in some chickens 
lest they should he hurt. This Lord 
Kitchener calls "the last shot of the 
bombardment." 

I have seen here and there and from 
lime to time in those journals that de- 
light in gulimg the public with impos- 
sible anecdotes about f nitons men num- 
erous references to Lord Kitchener's ap- 
pearance in weird places and stranger 
circumstances disguised as an Arab. I 
do not myself believe any, one of these 
tales. Lord Kitchener s>enks Arabic 
well, and certainly he made himself per- 
sonally well acquainted wi'Jh. every na- 
tive officer in the Egyptian army. But 
he is far too wise a diplouatist ever 
in have risked himself to mfcive spies in 
the guise of an Arab. . 

That in early days h'> had, very much 
the appearance of a Bedayeo is un- 
doubted. When, for instance. In October, 
1884, 1 found him lying ill of smallpox 
in the little mud fort at Debbdi tin Don- 
gola), where he way 100 mile- South of 
Lord Wolseley's furthest outposts, he 
was so lean, black and gaunt that -any- 
one might well have taken ldm for a 
desert tribesman. But nl that time he 
had been Tor ninny months livilg among 
•Arabs, He was in charge of a corps of 
r | native irregulars, mostly of the Abnhdeh 
tribe (the most powerful tribe in Nnbin) 
under their Sheikh, Ahmed Hussein 
Khalifa. The vague inchoate vacillating 
idea of the then Home government was 
that with the aid of these irregulars 
Kitchener and his companion, now Sir 
Leslie Bundle, should relieve and hold 
Heritor, and thence co-operate with Cor- 
don in Khartoum. Of course the scheme 
came to nothing, as did every scheme 
initiated by that ministry, but nine the 
less was Kitchener's drilling and training 
of his wild Arabs an interesting and in- 
structive performance, 

Their headquarters at the time was 
Korosko, on the Nile, the spot we fondly 
believe to be the hottest on earth, and 
there Kitchener and Bundle and one or 
two British non-eoms's schooled 'Sheikh 
Ahmed and his wild tribesmen through- 
out all the long summer montlis. And 
during the schooling someone, I know- 
not who. put up a joke upon the Arab 
chieftain, and taught him and his men to 
heave a harmless and unwitting insult at 
their distinguished leader. The whole 
band, yelling wildly, used to dash down 
toward the Nile hank, on -which was 
Kitchener's tent, there .halting suddenly 
used t" <•■•' ~-o words, "Kitchener 

Damfool! Kitchener Muffin Man." It 
was a harmless imbecility, and its object 
was as much amused by it ns anyone, 
though, or course, the salute had to be 
altered. But the memory of the Arab 
is tenacious. In May. ISOfl— i.e., twelve 
years Inter — I had ridden over from Kors 
o B ko to Mnrat, an oasis IfiO miles out in 
the desert. There I was receive:! by 
Sheikh Ahmed Hussein Khalifa. 
Sheikh of the Ababd-h tribe. He did not 
recognize me, but I knew him. After the 
usual formal civilities had been ex- 
changed. I bent towards him and whis- 
pered in his ear, "Kitchener Dnmfool." 
He leapt to his feet. "Yn Salain," he 
cried. "Wa Muffin Man Kaninn." 

And then after a pause, said "Stnffr 
TJllah" (or "God forbid it") in an awed 
whisper. 

As an instnnce of Lord Kitchener's _ro- 
solute determination to overcome all diflJ- 
eulties, I may give the following: The 
final advance on Dongoln had been fixed. 
The day was appointed for our start 
from the cholera-stricken crimp of Kos- 
hek, and nil the general's plans, which, 
as a general's plnns must be, wero large- 
ly dependent on transport 'arrangements, 
had been elaborated. And then unex- 
pectedly a whole string of misealcula- 
t ! ons occurred. First n column of 1400 
men who were being marched across a 
neck of the desert to Kcrmep(n distance 
of 45 miles) were caught in a fierce Sou- 
dan dust and thunder storm, i)nd w'ere 
so u»arlv annihilated that 'bhly'-six meh T 
were able to march into camp. Next, 
the same storm filled a valley 12 miles 
wide with so great a volume of wnter 
that the whole of the bank of the per- 
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The following is the Mail-Kmpire ac- 
count of the little unpleasantness that 
arose between Judge .Meagher, of the 
Nova Scotia Supreme Court, and the 
delegates to the Maritime Board of 
-trade at Sydney, N.S. A short account 
bus already appeared in telegraphic des- 
patches: 

After the adjournment of the Maritime 
Board f Trade, iii session hero, the 
delegates sat on the steps of the County 
Court building to be photographed. They 
packed the steps, so that Mr. Justice 
'.Meagher, accompanied by the sheriff and 
several barristers coining out of the 
room on the adjournment of the Su- 
preme Court, found it impossible to come 
down the steps, the way being blocked. 
The sheriff, however, oitcceeded in mak- 
ing room lor them to pass down. 

In going through, Mr. Justice Meagher 
remarked on the "impudence" of the 
crowd in daring to block the only on- 
t ranee to the court house. These re- 
marks wero not taken very kindly by 
some of the Board of Trade delegates, 
who did not recognize the judge or know 
who he was. After he reached the side- 
walk and hail proceeded to walk away 
there was a sound like hissing. 

The judge turned round and scored 
the Board of Trade delegates very se- 
verely, saying they were tho most ill- 
mannered crowd of blackguards he had 
ever met, and that if the parties who 
hissed wero pointed out to him he would 
immediately have them arrested, 
i 'Some of the delegates were indignant 
at the judge's remarks, and iu the after- 
noon John Do Wolf, a prominent dele- 
gate from Halifax, met him when the 
judge was coming down from the court 
room. De Wolf complained of the insult 
offered them by being called a crowd 
of blackguards, and wanted an explana- 
tion. Judge Meagher said be was not 
to be interrupted within the precincts 
of the court. 

Mr. De Wolf followed him out to the 
sidewalk, still insisting for an explana- 
tion. The judge then directed the sher- 
iff to arrest Dc iWolf, and place him be- 
hind the bars. 

The matter, when announced at the 
Board of Trade meeting, caused a wave 
of indignation, and immediately a com- 
mittee comprising W. M. Jarvis, St. 
John; C. S. Campbell, Halifax; 11. Has- 
sard, C'larlottetown; and dir. J. K. 1 ),.- 
Witt. Wolfville, were appointed to in- 
vestigate the matter and report to the 
meeting. The committee took legal no- 
vice in the matter, and through the « | 

offices of a member of the Halifax bar 
the incident was brought to a conclu- 
sion by Mr. Do Wolf being released. 

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
sion of the board the matter Was 
hi ought up for discussion, it being sug- 
igester that a committee wait upon Mr. 
Justice Meagher and demand an apology 
for the insult to the members of the 
Board of Trade. Mr. Bently. of Truro, 
thought they were quite within their 
rights when they occupied a position 
on .the steps of the court house. 

Cnpti Kennelly. of Louis'burg, regret- 
ted that Judge Meagher should <so far 
forget himself as to address the board 
as he did. Ho thought, however, that 
there might bo some Way of overcom- 
ing the difficulty without placing the 
judge in any unpleasant position. 

Mr. De Wo'.f characterized it as a dis- 
grace to the city of Halifax that such 
an insult should be offered to the dele- 
gates to this meeting, and suggested the 
appointment of a committee of three to 
demand an apology. Failing in this, that 
a stringent resolution be passed giving 
the matter the fullest publicity possi- 

He said there was hissing, but not un- 
til Judge Meagher had gone on his way 
niid addressed them as , "ungentlemanly 
gathering of blackguards." 
. .George II. Dohson, North Sydney, 
thought the matter might be dropped. 
(Cries of "No, no. no.") 

Mr. Jarvis, of St. John, suggested that 
■it would bo more, dignified on the part 
of the board to let the matter drop. 
• Kx-Mayor Stephen' felt, as a citizen 
of Halifax, the disgrace keenly, and said 
if be was to make any motion it would 
be to have tho judge removed from the 
bench. 

' D. A. Smith, North "Sydney, agreed 
with Mr. Jarvis, that the matter be 
dropped. 

i W. A. Fisher, St. John, -moved that 
they forget all about the incident and 
I'r. Black. Windsor, in seconding this 
motion, which passed unanimously, sug- 
gested that tho members also forget the 
utikim] and perhaps ungentlemanly 
words that had been said about Mr. 
Jnsticq Meagher behind his back. 
i_ This closed the incident at the meet- 
ing until the announcement was made 
of De Wolf's arrest, when the commit- 
tee ab ive named was appointed.

From The King. 

Standing in the angle of the red and 
grey old Color Court of St. James' Pal- 
ace, the Chapel ltoya.l, with its Tudor, 
tower, great arched doorways, and cop- 
per roofs, makes a delightful picture. Its 
exact age is unascertained, but the sim- 
ilarity of its architecture to that of the 
CloCK Tower, so familiar to every Lon- 
doner, warrants the supposition that it 
is, at any rate, coeval with the original 
buildings. Full as London is of storied 
churches, few of thepi are historically 
more interesting than this, while none 
has been more intimately associated with 
the personal history of the royal family. 
.Yet no ecclesiastical building is so un- 
familiar to the general public. Indeed, 
the King's private chapel must necessar- 
ily occupy an entirely different positlou 
from any other church in the capital. It 
is what lawyers call a "peculiar," and is 
extra-parochial. The one person in au- 
thority, under the sovereign, is the sub- 
dean, the Key. Edgar Sheppard, who 
cumulates in bis own duties the office 
of precentor and the duties of that mys- 
terious entity, the clerk of the supreme 
cheque, Tue Chapel Koyal, St. James' 
and Marlborough House Chapel, on the 
other side of Friary Court, differ in this 
respect also from the ordinary church, 
that the "man in the street" has no right 
to cuter them. They are reserved for 
the use of the Sovereign ami such per- 
sons as he may" permit or command to 
attend the services, or to whom passes 
may be granted by the sub-dean. 

Picturesque as is the exterior of thc- 
ohl chapel, with its comfortable Tudor 
brickwork so strongly reminiscent of 
Hamilton Court, the interior is very dif- 
ferent. By no stretch of the imagina- 
tion can it bo thought attractive. It 
is, indeed, exceedingly plain, save for 
the panelled and brilliantly colored ceil- 
ing, which may, perhaps, he the work 
of Holbein. There, amid a riot of Tu- 
dor emblems ami devices, appear short 
inscriptions, embodying the date 1540, 
and the name of Henry VIII. Narrow 
and lofty, rbe chapel contains several 
galleries for peers and peeresses, mem- 
bers of parliament, and other privileged 
persons, while over the western entrance 
juts out the capacious royal pew or 
"closet," heavily draped in crimson vel- 
vet. At a pinch, a couple of hundred 
worshipj/ers can he accommodated, al- 
though it is to be feared those at the 
back of tho galleries can neither see 
nor hear very well. 

I have spoken of the historical inter- 
est of the chapel, but how mauy of us 
realize that it was within this narrow, 
and rather gloomy, parallelogram, that 
'.Chariot* I. listened to his last service 
that raw January morning, before walk- 
ing across the park to Whiteall and 
tho scaffold'.- 1 On the whole, however, 
its associations are bright and joyous, 
telling of weddings and christenings. 
There were published the banns of the 
Princess Palatine, through whom the 
House of Knglnnd derives its right to 
tho throne; there Queen Mary was mar- 
ried to Dutch William; there, too, took 
place the wedding of Frederick Prince 
of Wales, whose mother's hatred of him 
is one of the puzzles of history. And 
if the building had no other sacred as- 
sociations, it would be for ever hallowed 
as the scene of the marriage of Queen 
Victoria and Prince Albert; while in 
more recent years the Emperor Fred- 
erick and the present 'Prince of Wales 
both led their brides to its altar. 

The Chapel Koyal has, in its time, wit- 
nessed many interesting icerenionies; and 
not the least curious of them— the 
Epiphany offerings— still survives. On 
January (i the Sovereign's representative 
attends to make the time-honored offer- 
ings of gold, frankincense, and myrrh, 
and it is rather odd that a curious public 
should scarcely ever manifest a desire 
to witness so remarkable and so ancient 
an observance. The Epiphany service 
includes morning prayer and holy com- 
munion, and at the offertory the repre- 
sentative of the Sovereign is conducted 
to the altar rails by the sergeant of tho 
vestry, silver wand in hand. -There the 
Bishop of London, as Dean of the Chap- 
ids Boyal, receives from him a bag of 
crimson silk, ornamented with gold tis- 
sue and tied with [gold strings. Within 
the bag are placed three white paper 
packets, sealed with red wax, containing 
respectively small quantities ol incense 
and myrrh and 25 sovereigns which lat- 
ter are distributed among the poor of the 
neighboring parishes. The usual Sundav 
service at half past eight, noon and half 
past itive are conducted without a breiu; 
I throughout the year, and are accompani- 
ed by tin- beautiful music and singing 
; for w hich it has so long been famous. 

Tne choir of the Chapel Boyal is, in- 
j deed, a unique institution. It consists 
i of nine "neiitlenleu" ami ten "children'' 
I — otherwise djoys — and the younger nieni 
I bers weai' an effective uniform consisting 
| of red coats and ruffles. The boys are 
I educated under the supervision of the 
"muster of the children," but their musi- 
cal instruction is conducted by the or- 
ganist, wbd requires their attendance in 
the chapel for an hour daily for this 
purpose, Their pure young voices, train- 
ed with so much patience and diligence, 
add great y to the charm of the services. 
Formerly they were allowed to sing pret- 
ty frequently in public, but now prac- 
tically the only opportunity of hearing 
them is at a state concert. The "chil- 
dren" have always been a peculiar and 
rharaetoristic fenture of the services 'a 
the 'Sovereign's private chapel, and in 
the eighteenth century they helped to 
attract crowded congregations. In later 
(Georgian times, indeed, the services were 
often so well attended by persons who, 
perhaps were merely anxious to keep 
themselves iu tho royal eye. that late 
coiners could not get -in. "Never mind, 
dear; at least, wtOloye done the civil 
thing," exclaimed a worldly minded wo- 
man to her daughter, when not even 
standing room was to bo obtained. Thdsi 
were the days when George III. was 
wont to- use his roll of music upon the 
wigs of careless page boys who were in- 
attentive to tile service, 
i The exceedingly fine and sweet Ol'glit 
of the -chapel is now played by Mr. AS'al 
tcr Alsock, Mus. Bac, who- is responsi 
hie for the whole of the musical part ol 
the service. He has only recently been 
appointed', and comes as the successor of 
such distinguished musicians and com 
posers as Tallis, John Bull Croft, and 
'Sir John Goss. 

When the King and Queen are in Lon- 
don they go, every Sunday morning 1o 
Marlborough House Chapel, which until 
the beginning of the present reign was 
the 'German chapel. This building, which 
breaks the continuity of the Kings' gar- 
den Avail in 'Marlborough gate, was for- 
merly an integral part of St. James* 
Palace. 

Tho intervening buildings were burned 
down nearly a century ago, and the 
loadway which separates it from Friary 
'Court— named after the building occupi- 
ed by Catherine of Braganza's priests— 
b- comparatively modern. The sub-dean's 
official residence adjoins the chapel, in- 
deed, a corridor opening out or his sev- 
enteenth century paneled dining-room 
leads directly to it. With its windows 
•high dn the walls, and its Jacobean 
wainscoting, the old German chapel is 
gloomy, but by no means unhandsome. 
• A well carved organ loft runs above 
the altar, and adjoining dt is the roya! 
closet, which, however, is now unoccu- 
pied, the King and Queen profering to 
sit in the front sent near the sub-dean's 
stall. There are choral celebrations here 
every Sunday at half past eight, matins 
at noon, and evensong at half pnst five, 
the music being supplied by the choir 
nnd organist of the Chapel Royal, 



i.Ua"i thorough House Chapel has passed 
through many vicissitudes; but there is 
little reason to doubt that it is t'ae 
identical building which was 'fitted up for 
Henrietta Maria's liomnn Catholic wor- 
ship. During the Commonwealth it was 
closed and gutted, but it again beeama 
a ltoman chapel in the time of Catheriuo 
of Bragnnza. It was Indeed fr >m this 
chapel that 'the Host was taken for the 
dying communion of Charles II. There 
too, the "Old Pretender" was baptized 
with Roman rite; and there Queen Vnue 
was married in 1US.'!. It ultimately be- 
came a German Lutheran chapel- but as 
there are several other Lutheran places 
of worship in London, there was no long- 
er any reason for continuing it i', that 
capacity, and now, being only a few 
yards from 'Marlborough House! it forms 
a very convenient chapel lor the Court. 

When the King attends a service at 
which there is a sermon it is the duty 
of the preacher to write out his text, to 
be placed in the royal pew. 

When the Rev. Edgar Sheppard 
preaches, the discourses are plain and 
practical, free from ecclesiastical pole- 
mics, and never long. For the matter of 
that, indeed, politics and debatable mat- 
ters are necessarily excluded fro m ser- 
mons addressed to such an auditory 

It will hardly be added that there is 
nothing in the nature of ritual; the ser- 
vice is of the simple type which mav be 
seen in thousands of churches, and the 
sub-dean adopts the now almost uni- 
versal .''eastward position." 



THE OPERA 
BOUFFE ARMY

Huyti is chiefly remarkable by reason 
of its being a military republic, with 
an army of four thousand generals and 
four thousand privates— a general to each 
Tommy. The generals are extraordin- 
ary men in more than ono sense of the 
'word. There is one who commands a 
large province in the republic, who is of 
the lowest of the people', who can neither 
read nor write, and who is nevertheless 
a great revolutionary power. This man 
—General Johunnis Melilier— is obliged 
to ask one man to read to him what 
another man has written for him, and 
yet in his hands are the lives and 
deaths of the people over whom he rules. 

Every third man you meet in Hayti 
is a general, hut it is only every tenth 
general who gets paid; it has to be con- 
ceded that each general does his best to 
pay himself. The authorised rate of pay 
is a hundred and forty pounds annually 
for a division general and a hundred and 
Hive pounds for a brigadier. A captain 
is passing rich on twelve pounds a yean 
a private thinks himself fortunate if 
he receives two pounds ten shillings dur- 
ing the same period. 

"Blanc,'' once said a private, in the 
hen/ring of a well-known English journ- 
alist. "Blanc. I am a soldier. Give me 
ten centimes." 
i "You have your pay." 
' "My general has taken my pay. I am 
a poor man and a soldier. Give me ton 
centimes." 

"How long have you' been a soldier J" 

'Three years." 

"When did you have your pay last? 

"Very long ago, and I am hungry. 
Give mo ten centimes. Morci." 

The Hnytlen soldier's uniform: is a 
fearful aud wonderful thing. Let U6 
review a regiment on parade. Somo of 
them are shod iu dried grnss slippors. 
They wear a little blue cap with a red 
band. One man, perhaps, is wearing a 
shabby pair of old tweed trousers, and 
slung by a hemp rope over his shoulders 
is an old-fashioned Hint-lock gun. The 
officer who commands the regiment is 
brandishing a rusty sword. 

A general has but little sense of jus- 
tice. An unfortunate Swiss went out 
shooting once in Hayti without a pass- 
port. 'Who are you?" said the general 
When the poor man was brought before 
him. 

"I am a foreigner." 

"What natiouitlity ?"

The ai my, it goes without saying, is 
miserably housed. In 1'ort-au-Prinee, 
the capital of Hayti. \-ou will find a post 
of soldiers every fifty to a • hundred 
yards. 'They live in wretched guard 
rooms, which are merely long hovels, 
with piazzas raised two feet above the 
street. Bolcw Hows an open drain. The 
men themselves drink, smoke and gamble 
al 1 I ho weary day. 

But they have a good idea of them- 
selves. Two llaytien generals, discuss- 
ing a review in which they had just 
taken part, thus expTess themselves: 

''But the review to-day; what a great 
spectacle!"' 

"Without question the most mnguifi- 
cent spectacle that one could have seen." 

"Yes. indeed, our army is coinposod 
of brave men. The troops are tho finest 
in the world. Do you not think so?" 
turning to a traveling Englishman, 

Ho (diplomatically choosing his words) 
—"I have seen none like it. The army 
of Hayti is one that depends upon its 
officers'; an army without officers, what 
is it?" 

"The army of Hayti never has been 
conquered. The French were here; wo 
drove them out. The English fought 
with us; where are they? Bui. we— we— 
we aie here always. He have never 
been conquered!" 

You must never allow n smile to cross 
your face— however tempted you may be 
to . laugh — if you meet a Hay'tien soldier. 
A European diplomatist landed once at 
Port-nu-Prineo, and on his way from the 
ship he fell in with what he imagined to 
be a tattered mountebank carrying a 
rille. He' smiled, for the black' man's 
pompous solemnity was immenesely fun- 
ny. At once the negro's face changed. 

"You laugh at me! You laugh at 
me!" he cried furiously. 

He was a soldier of the republic; his 
dingers flew to his cartridges; and the 
visitor waited for no more, but fled up 
the street. 

The llaytien soldier needs but tho lic- 
ense of a political strife t'o lash him 
into a frenzy. No wonder that on Mon- 
day the American consul-general at 
Port-au-Prince telegraphed to his gov- 
moiit to send a man-of-war without de- 
lay. Given political troubles and a modi- 
cum, of shootinig in the streets, and a 
man such as we have just described, 
with intense Irascibility of temper and 
thousands of companions, like himself, he 
would become a very perilous and terri- 
ble element in the general anarchy.
